There are no records in the office 
of the building inspector from which 
the permits issued can be checked, and 
it will be impossible for Mr. Bach to 
get at the amount involved without 
calling in the representatives of the 
various house-moving companies of the 
city. 


A number of permits have been is­ 
sued for this work, the fees for which 
range from $1 to $10, but very few of 
them have ever been entered on the 
books of the office. 
Mr. Bach stated 
yesterday that he would reqtiest the 
various house-moving firms to bring 
their permits to the office in order to 
furnish a basis from which to begin 
the checking of the records. 
It is his 
intention to find the number of permits 
issued, and compare that number with 
those recorded in the books of the 
office. The difference that will be found 
by this comparison will be approxi­ 
mately the number of permits unac­ 
counted for.

New York, May 9.—An infernal ma- 
chine 
connected 
with 
a 
hundred 
pounds of dynamite was found in a 
box on the Cunard liner pier today. Ac­ 
cording to the expert opinion of the 
superintendent of the bureau of com­ 
bustibles the box was found and put 
into the river just in the nick of time 
to prevent it from exploding and de­ 
molishing the pier and the Umbria, 
which was alongside and about to sail. 
The box was left at the pier yester­ 
day in an apparent attem pt to have it 
placed aboard with the baggage of the 
passengers. .The Umbria sailed a few 
minutes after, the box was discovered 
and all on board were in ignorance 
of the attem pt to place an infernal ma­ 
chine aboard the vessel. 


Clew Given by Letter. 


The discovery of the box was due 
to the following letter received at po­ 
lice headquarters today, addressed to 
Commissioner Green: 


“Dear Sir—The Mafia greets 
you 
and wishes you well. 


“At the Cunard dock is a box con­ 
taining 100 pounds of dynamite. 
In­ 
side is also a machine properly set 
and explodes itself any time within 36 
hours. 


“The 
society 
has

The letter was mailed at the gen­ 
eral .postoffice this morning. 


Box Pound Am ong Baggage. 
Detectives were at once sent to the 
pier and the search was begun for the 
box, arrangements being made that the 
Umbria should not sail until the box 
was found or it was proved that it 
was not on the pier or in the vessel. 
After a search of the passengers’ bag- 
sgage the box was found in the middle 
of a large pile of baggage near the 
gangway of the first cabin passengers. 
Two detectives carefully picked up the 
box and carried it to the end of the 
pier. 
The passengers had no intim a­ 
tion of what was going on and there­ 
fore no one was frightened. The box 
was opened and found 
to 
contain 
clock work that was in motion. A rope 
was fastened about the box and it was 
lowered into the water. 


After the Umbria had sailed the pier 
was cleared of everyone except the 
men from the bureau of combustibles 
and the box was raised and placed 
carefully on the pier. 


The box was found to be 40 inches 
long, 20 inches wide, and 20 inches 
deep, made of new pine, unpainted, of 
good workmanship and strongly built, 
the top being fastened with a heavy 
staple and padlock. A slight examina­ 
tion of the box at the pier showed that 
it contained 100 pounds of dynamite 
and that the fuse in the box had been 
ignited at some time. 
When the box 
was examined later at the bureau of 
combustibles it was found to contain 
200 sticks of dynamite, each weighing 
half a pound. There were also two dry 
batteries and three fuses, two connect­ 
ing with the dynamite and one with 
an electric cigar lighter, the bulb of 
which was filled with alcohol. A train 


that would strike the trigger of the 
cigar lighter and ignite the fuse. The 
superintendent of combustibles is posi­ 
tive that the fuse was burning when 
the infernal machine was lowered in­ 
to the water, and that it would prob­ 
ably havei, exploded within a few min­ 
utes. 


The box was left at the pier by two 
men, apparently Italians, who drove 
a light wagon and who told the bag- 
gagemaster that it would be claimed 
by a passenger. 


Inspector McClusky’s Comment. 
Inspector George McClusky of the 
detective bureau, said tonight: 


“I am satisfied that this is not the 
work of the Mafia or any other secret 
society. 
The fact that the letter re­ 
ceived at headquarters is undoubtedly 
the work of an intelligent person and 
that the machine itself is the product 
of some intelligent person, may mean 
that both were the work of one. 
Thu 
writer 
is 
evidently accustomed 
to 
writing much and hurriedly. 
That is 
only one detail. 


“All night we have been working on 
the assumption that it was dynamite 
that the 
box 
contained. 
Inspector 
Muray of the bureau of combustibles, 
reported to me that it was dynamite. 


“On the receipt of information from 
the superintendent of the Cunard pier 
that the men who delivered the box 
on Friday said that they came from 
Thirty-ninth street, we have 
made a 
house to house search from river to 
river for the express wagon and the 
two men said to be in charge of it. 
This search has been entirely unre­ 
warded. 
It is impossible to find any 
representative of the manufacturers 
whose name was on 
the 
supposed 
dynamite, for their New Office was 
closed. 
The only clews we have are 
a cigar lighter, the box, the dynamite, 
dry batteries and the clock work. Of 
course we shall try to find where these 
came from. 


“If that box contained dynamite, that 
is the most horrible and damnable 
thing about it all. I hope that it is not 
so. 
I do not see, if it is dynamite, 
how there could be any joke or ‘plant’ 
in it.”

Upon leaving the park 
No. 9 was conducted by a guide rope to 
the Bagatelle drill grounds in the Bois 
du Boulogne: here a series of man­ 
euvers at the height of 30 yards and 
lasting half an hour, were made. Dur­ 
ing the evolutions 
the 
guide 
ropes 
rested free on the grounds. As Santos- 
Dumont did not have permi??ion from 
the authorities to make use of the drill 
ground for his purposes, the guards in­ 
terfered and he had to stop the man­ 
euvers. The airship was returned to its 
shed. 


Santos-Dumont is satisfied with his 
ascent of today, which shortly will be 
repeated. 
When auestioned, he said 
No. 9 was the smallest airship he had 
constructed, the cubes being of only 
234 meters and the motor of three horse 
power. 
No. 9, however, has a rudder 
surface of 12 square meters. This ship 
is only intended for experiments lead­ 
ing up to tests of No. 10, which has 
cubes of 2,100 meters and which is in­ 
tended to carry 12 persons. The aero­ 
naut expects'to be ready to make the 
No. 10 trial in a month.

STR-IKE ON GOVERNMENT 


RAILROADS IN VICTORIA. 
By Associated Press 


Melbourne, Victoria, May 8.—All the 
state-owned railroads of Victoria may 
be tied up tonight because of a curious 
dispute between the government and 
the railroad employes regarding 
the 
right of the latter to affiliate themselves 
with the Victoria tranes hall, the head­ 
quarters of trades unionism in this pol­ 
ony. The employes of the railroads',are 
practically civil service and the gov­ 
ernment claims that in case of a stfike 
in 9ther trades affiliated with the trades 
hall the railroad men would‘be obliged 
to strike in sympathy and therefore 
the government has notified the railroad 
men that unless they withdraw from the 
trades hall before May 12, they will-be 
dismissed. 


The engineers association replied that 
unless the government withdraws its no­ 
tification before 5 o’clock this afternoon 
they will strike at midnight and leave 
their locomotives wherever they happen 
to be. The government has guaranteed 
double wages for, two months to non­ 
strikers and has notified the men that 
they will lose their pensions if they 
strike. About 11,000 railroad men are 
involved in the dispute. 


The government has arranged for a 
limited passenger service but freight 
traffic is entirely suspended. Up to the 
present time the strike is confined to 
drivers and firemen. Already there has 
been a sharp increase in the prices of 
provisions and fuel. 
Over 3,000 miles 
of railroad are affected by the strike. 
A prolonged stoppage of traffic would 
paralyze trade and cause untold dis­ 
tress in the country districts. 
It is al­ 
leged that the strikers have been prom­ 
ised financial aid from 
English 
and 
American trades unions. The govern­ 
ment has called a special session of par­ 
liament 
which 
will meet next wreek 
when it is expected the government’s 
action will be upheld. It is thought the 
labor party can. influence a large section 
of the members of the legislature and a 
prolonged and disastrous struggle is ex­ 
pected unless a compromise is arranged. 
Arrangements are being made to dis­ 
patch the coastal malls by steamer and 
transport the inland mails by coach. 
Several engines have been derailed as 
a result of an unfamiliarity with the 
service of the men who 
have 
been 
obliged to act as substitutes. 


IRISH LAND BILL PASSED 


SECOND READING IN HOUSE

A N INCENDIARY M r E-: 


IN OTTAWA, ONTARIO. 


By Associated .Press. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 10.—Fire, thought 
to be of incendiary origin, this afternoon 
and evening destroyed 
hundreds 
of 
houses and millions of feet of lumber in 
this city. John White, who had just been 
released from the penitentiary after 
serving a term for arson, was caught 
near where the l’ire was first discov­ 
ered. He was taken to the police sta­ 
tion and will be charged with starting 
today’s conflagration. 


The fire originated within a stone’s 
throw of where the great Hull fire of 
April 26, 1900, was checked. The Hull 
fire started on the opposite side of the 
river and spread to the Ottawa side, 
destroying millions of dollars’ worth of 
property. It burned out near where the 
Ottawa and Parry Southern railway en­ 
ters the western part of the city, and it 
was in the lumber yards near the rail­ 
roads that today’s fire originated. 


An hour before the principal fire s‘a t 
ed two smaller blazes were discovered 
and quickly extinguished in the lumber 
yards near the (‘nnadinn Pacific run­ 
way. It was 3:30 when the th rd web 
discovered, 
at the scene it was found that 
the 
water main had been damaged and no 
water could be obtained. 
When 
the 
brigade did get water the fire was ut­ 
terly beyond its control. It swept along 
over the same ground that the former 
fire had gone, the only diffeie^ce be­ 
ing that it was going in the opposite di­ 
rection. The fire area was on the flats 
below a large cliff which extends from 
the Ottawa river into the corner of 
Margaret and Preston streets. At two 
or three points it came very near get­ 
ting over the cliff and had it done to 
nothing would have f.aved the city. 


At 9:30 tonight the fire was under 
control, having been confined to the loi- 
lowing area: 
The Ottawa and Parry 
Sound railway on the south, Division 
street on east. First avenue on west, 
and the Richmond road on the north. 
From the Parry 
Sound road 
to the 
Richmond road is about one mile and 
from First avenue to Division street is 
about one-quarter of a mile. 


While these fires were burning fierce­ 
ly among the lumber piles, all the bri­ 
gades of the city had been summoned 
but were forced to remain iaie. For an 
hour not a drop of water was thrown 
into the flames. A stiff southwest'wind 
was blowing and by the time the water 
main had been repaired 
the lumber 
yards were a mass of glowing embers. 
From the lumber 
yards 
the 
flames 
spread to a group of fra.me houses on 
the outskirts 
of the 
city, 
formerly 
known as Rochesterville, but which is 
now united to the city. 
Every house 
in the little settlement was destroyed. 


Another lumber yard in a thinly set­ 
tled section northeast of Rochesterville, 
was swept by the fire in an Incredibly 
short time. 
This brought the fire to 
the more thickly settled sections. 


After leaving the lumber piles 
the 
flames swept over to Pine street, which 
runs east and west, down Willow, Pop­ 
lar, Anderson, Eckles, Somerset, Spruce, 
Elm, Maple, Albert and on to the Rich­ 
mond road. 


Fifteen million feet of lumber, belong­ 
ing principally to J. R. Booth, were de­ 
stroyed, causing a loss of about $300,000. 
The buildings burned were principally 
dwellings and stores, most of which 
were built since the last great fire and 
were mostly of brick. It is difficult to 
estimate the loss at this hour. There 
are nearly 600 families homeless. Mayor 
Cook says the city will oppose aid being 
asked from outside Canada. 


The loss on buildings is estimated at 
$300,000, making a total loss of $600,000.

A SUGGESTIVE LESON ON 


EVILS OF VANDALISM.

■San Jose, Calif., May 11.—President 
Roosevelt today gave the people of the 
county an object lesson on the evils of 
vandalism. 
While at Santa Cruz this 
forenoon he was taken to the'B ig Tree 
grove. Almost the first sight- thet greet­ 
ed his eyes as he entered the park was 
one of the huge trees with thousands of 
business and personal cards tacked on 
it. Tourists for years have been placing 
their cards upon this tree and it began 
to look more like a receptacle for bits 
of pasteboard than it did one of the 
wonders of nature. 


The president instantly expressed his 
disapproval of such a procedure and a 
little while later, when asked to make 
a speech, called attention to the deface­ 
ment of the trees and said he hoped the 
people of California would see to it 
that such vandalism was stopped. He 
also intimated that he would like to see 
the cards taken down. 


Later, when the president went for a 
walk through the park, the members of 
his party, together with members of 
the reception committee, tore down the 
cardB. 


Later in the day the president again 
signified his disapproval 
of placing 
large placards or signs on the trees. He 
was informed that the committee wished 
to name one of the trees after him. 
While desiring that some other name 
be given to the tree, the president said 
he did not want to act churlish in the 
m atter and if the committee really de­ 
sired to name a tree after him he would 
not object. He stipulated, however, that 
the card bearing his name, that was 
to be placed on the tree, should not be 
more than three-qarters of an inch by 
an inch and a half In diameter. 


The president made speeches today at 
Pajaro, Watsonville, Santa Cruz and 
San Jose, addressing the largest audi­ 
ences of the day at this place. He was 
taken on a drive through the county 
here, stopping for a few minutes at 
Campbell, where he participated in the 
planting of $ tree. The president spent 
the evening quietly in his car and will 
leave at 8:30 o’clock tomorrow morning 
for Palo Alto.

that American manufacturers will copy 
the new ideas in British exhibits of in­ 
dustries and machinery at the St. Louis 
exposition and then, by the aid of the 
tariff, undersell them in America, may 
prevent the British industrial exhibit 
at St. Louis from being as liberal as 
expected, says Col. Watson, secretary 
of the British commission to the 
St. 
Louis exposition, who arrived on the 
Irvenia today on his way to St. Louis. 
He said: 


"I cannot say very much about our 
exhibit at St. Louis. The reason is be­ 
cause of your high tariff. 
There is a 
disposition to hold back, and it is not 
only so in my country but in Germany 
and France. Our art exhibit will be ex­ 
ceptionally fine and the same 
thing 
can be said of our educational exhibit 
but our industrial and machinery show 
may not be so excellent. We are afraid 
of your tariff. 
You see we may show 
some things that are really good and 
they may be copied. Now, if this was 
the case, the manufacturer on the other 
side could not bring his goods in ow­ 
ing to the tariff and compete with the 
copy in your market. W hat is needed is 
the passage of some special law like 
a copyright which will afford protection 
to those bringing articles aver for ex­ 
hibition.”

PENNSYLVANIA LIBEL 


BILL IS APPROVED BY 
GOVERNOR PENNYPACKER. 


By Associated Press. 


Harrisburg, Pa., May 12.—Governor 
Pennypacker approved the Grady-Salus 
libel bill today, and a t the same time 
issued a long statem ent 
giving 
the 
reasons for his action. The bill which 
was in the governor’s hands for more 
than a month goes into effect immedi­ 
ately and repeals all laws or parts of 
laws inconsistent with the new act. 


The governor says in his statement 
that the questions raised by the bill 
are of very grave importance and af­ 
fect large business interests, the free­ 
dom of speech and the press, the right 
of the citizen to be Informed concerning 
current affairs and .the conduct of gov­ 
ernment, as well as his right to pro­ 
tect his reputation and home from the 
Injuries that arise from careless or neg­ 
ligent as well as malicious false report. 


The governor says there Is nothing in 
the terms of the measure which pre­ 
vents any newspaper from making such 
comments upon legislative measures or 
upon the official acts of state, mu­ 
nicipal, county or public officers as are 
proper Information for the public or are 
in the line of legitimate public discus­ 
sion. 


Effect of the Bill. 


Continuing he says: 
“The bill.in its application is not con­ 
fined to officials but affects as well the 
citizen or business man whose conduct 
constitutes no part of the right of the 
public to Information; the corporation 
officer who has been falsely charged 
with crime; the m anufacturer who has 
been falsely accused of being a drunken 
brawler: the woman 
whose domestic 
griefs have been unfeelingly paraded, 
or whose chastity is Improperly suspect­ 
ed; the ‘student who has been falsely 
accused of murder; the clergyman who 
has been cruelly maligned; 
the quiet 
citizen whose peace of mind has been 
destroyed by the publication of evil gos­ 
sip; the merchant whose credit has been 
affected by. groundless rumors; the suf­ 
ferers from reckless but not necessarily 
malicious publications, are given 
the 
right, not to prohibit publication, but to 
recover the damages which they have 
sustained, provided they prove negli­ 
gence or lack of care on the part of the 
publishing newspapers. 
All these are

COLLAPSE OF TWO-STQR-Y 


BU ILD IN GIN DENVER. 


Special to the Gazette. 


Denver, May 8.—Serious results fol­ 
lowed the collapse of a building here to­ 
night, several people being injured, 
some fatally, and it is said that when 
the debris is cleared away at least two 
people will be found dead in the ruins. 


The injured are: 
D. E . Doran, of Florence, compound 
fracture of ankle and 
scalp wound; 
George Heberlin, 
of 
Florence, scalp 
wound; T. McKarnant, scalp wound; 
Mrs. T. McKarnant, his wife, seriously 
bruised and. internally injured, not ex­ 
pected to live. 


The building which collapsed was a 
two-story affair a t 1508 to 1514 Larimer 
street. The ground floor was occupied* 
by Michaelson’s furnishing and cloth­ 
ing store. 


Mrs. T. McKarnant used the six rooms 
above as a furnished rooms house, and 
some of the occupants there were 
asleep when the crash came. They are 
thought to have perished in the heap 
of debris. 


In the store three clerks were at work 
taking 'stock, preparing for a special 
sale to have taken 
place 
tomorrow. 
They had a miraculous escape 
from 
death. One of the clerks F. N. Sorensen, 
was the first to realize that the build­ 
ing was falling in, and he shouted a 
warning to the other clerks who were 
Samuel Carlton and Carl Sharrar. All 
three rushed for the street and escaped 
unhurt. Mrs. M cKarnant made a rush 
for the stairway when she heard the 
crash, and felt the floor sinking beneath 
her. only to meet with a horrible mis­ 
fortune when the sidewalk was reached. 
An immense stone fell upon her, break­ 
ing bones in several plates and causing 
internal 
injuries that will cause her 
death. 


The building was owned by Henry W. 
Werner, a liquor dealer in this city, who 
is the father-in-law 
of 
Michaelson. 
Contractor Prisk had undertaken 
to 
build an extension to the building and 
had the new part nearly finished. It is 
thought that in building the addition, 
the old structure was weakened, which 
caused the collapse. The damage to the 
building and stock is estimated at $40,- 
000. 


Doran and Heberlin, two of the men 
injured, were on the sidewalk in front 
of the building when it fell. 


A ppropriation Bill Suit. 


In the appropriation bill suit, Judge 
Carpenter rendered decision on the mo­ 
tion to strike out parts of the complaint 
not included in the journal. It was a 
split decision, holding that the protests 
made by Senators W ard and Rush be 
stricken from the complaint as no action 
was taken in regard to them by the leg­ 
islature, but Judge Carpenter ruled that 
evidence outside of the journals may 
be submitted in order to identify the 
bill. This is practically what the plain­ 
tiffs w ant to do, as they seek to prove 
"that the bill as signed by Governor Pea­ 
body was not the bill passed by the leg­ 
islature. 
They allege that alterations 
and additions were made to the bill 
after it had been signed by the presid­ 
ing officers of both houses of the as­ 
sembly. 


The part of the complaint alleging 
conspiracy in the measure’s 
passage, 
was-ordered stricken out by Judge Car­ 
penter. The case will come up for final 
hearing in the district court within the 
next ten days, when witnesses will be 
examined to prove that the general ap­ 
propriation bill was passed illegally. 


After the final decision the case will 
undoubtedly be appealed to the supreme 
court.

M U NICIPAL OW NERSHP 


IN GREAT BRITA IN . 


James Boyle, United States consul at 
Liverpool, sends to the state depart­ 
ment an article 
from 
the Liverpool 
Daily Post of April 7, with the com­ 
ment that “it is probably the most re­ 
liable and up-to-date report in brief 
form of the development of ‘municipal 
trading’ in Great Britain which can be 
obtained.” Following arg extracts from 
the article: 


“Those who are opposed to municipal­ 
ities engaging In reproductive under­ 
takings sa y that such action discour­ 
ages private enterprise and paves the 
way for Socialism. 
They assert that 
municipal bodies have not the special 
knowledge which is required in order 
to conduct such undertakings to a suc­ 
cessful issue. They fear that if munici­ 
palities engage in trade the time which 
ought to be devoted to the proper du­ 
ties of administration will be frittered 
away on trading and m anufacturing de­ 
tails. 


“The advocates of municipal trading 
deny that It encroaches upon private 
trading, as it only deals with works of 
public utility, which private capital­ 
ists either cannot accomplish or cannot 
do so well. 


W hat M ay Be M unicipalized. 


“It is not our intention to enter the 
lists on behalf of either of the parties 
whose views we have endeavored im­ 
partially to state. 
The correct view, 
It appears to us, lies midway between 
those who assert that 
all municipal 
trading is wrong and those who would 
municipalize all the common needs of 
life. There Is a general consensus of 
opinion that the supply of water, light­ 
ing and locomotive power within the 
borough should be under the effective 
conti'ol of the ratepayers; to which may 
be fairly' added slaughterhouses, bath 
and wash houses, lodging houses, m ar­ 
ket halls,’and, in the case of seaports, 
docks, piers and quays.. These are m at­ 
ters Intimately bound up with the com­ 
mercial prosperity of -th e toWn and 
the health of the inhabitants, and there, 
fore may well come under the manage­ 
m ent of ^the .town council.. *~

square, w ith a large fireplace at each 
end, and a cafe arrangem ent w here a 
glass of m ilk or a cup of hot bouillon, 
a sandw ich, hot lem onade, etc., could 
be purchased for 5 cents, so that the 
casino would be essen tially a lounging 


place for all people, poor and rich alike. 
In the afternoons a band concert would 
add to the entertainm ent. 
In all kinds 
of w eather this casino would be 
a 
warm , com fortable lounging place w here 
reading, w riting or sew ing could be en ­ 
joyed. 


"W ith our antiseptic air, where m a­ 
laria or germ s of any kind, cannot ex ­ 
ist, we h ave a wonderful draw ing card, 
allied to the fact that the sunshine per­ 
m its con stant recreation outdoors. There 
is no reason w hy we cannot get the best 
people from all over the country here.” 
Operations of Financiers. 


Dr. A nderson w as at the R aym ond ho­ 
tel on the P acific coast recently and 
observed w ith interest the m any fin an ­ 
ciers—several of national prominence— 
who w ere there. 
They were thousands 
of m iles from N ew York, but they kept 
on dealing and m aking coups the sam e 
as if they were in W all street. W ith a 
dozen financiers at the A ntlers w atch ­ 
ing the ticker at the hotel and deal­ 
ing on the m arket, Colorado Springs 
would becom e a m arket of its own. and 
the possibilities of investm ent in Cripple 
Creek or other Colorado stocks are un­ 
lim ited. 
W hen Theodore B. Starr w as 
here it w as known that he put $50,000 
in stocks during the short tim e spent 
Colorado Springs. 
1'he stock brok­ 
ers benefited, as 
a consequence. This 
is only one instance. 


The idea of the com m ittee is to bring

There are more perm anent cures to the 
credit of the Colorado Springs clim ate 
than any other R oik y m ountain resort. 
A t one tim e, 70 per cent of the popula­ 
tion consisted of reconstructed invalids.

12.—Heartier 
greeting w as never given a president of 
the U nited S tates than th at offered to­ 
d ay by the city of San 
Francisco 
to 
^Theodore R oosevelt. Through m iles and 
m iles o f densely packed, cheering, pa­ 
triotic, enthused hum anity the nation's 
chief passed, bowing his acknow ledge­ 
m ents, evidently tired from m aintain­ 
in g an erect position but buoyed up by 
th e im pressiveness 
of the dem onstra­ 
tion. It w as a m agnificent ovation and 
one th at w ill doubtless vividly remain 
in the president's recollections of his 
eventfu l tour. 


The presidential train, drawn by a 
handsom ely decorated 
locom otive, 
ar­ 
rived at Third and 
Tow nsend 
streets 
prom ptly at 2:15 o'clock. 
A large gath ­ 
ering of federal, state and city officials, 
arm y and navy officers, foreign consuls 
and distinguished citizens w as in w ait­ 
ing to w elcom e the 
chief 
m agistrate. 
M ayor Schm itz stepped aboard the rear 
car and form ally greeted Mr. Roosevelt, 
the president m aking brief response. M. 
H. D e Young, president o f the citizens' 
reception com m ittee, then shook hands 
w ith the distinguished visitor and said: 


“Mr. P resident:—In the nam e of the 
citizens of San Francisco I extend you a 
h earty w elcom e. 
In the days of old, 
w hen our land w as owned by Spaniards, 
w ho w ere noted 
for their 
hospitality 
w hen they received a guest, they gener­ 
a lly saluted him w ith th e remark, ‘Out 
house and all th at is in it is yours.’ W e 
say to you today, Mr. President, our 
city and all th at Is in it is yours, and 
w ith it w e give you our hearts, and you 
•will h ave evidence as you pass through 
our decorated streets, 
of th e’ hearty 
sentim ent for you that prevails in the 
bosom of all o f our citizens. 
W e w ill 
try to m ake your stay w ith us pleasant, 
and we hope that when you leave us, 
you will do so carrying w ith you the 
m em ory of one of the m ost d elightful 
visits of your trip throughout the w est. 
Mr. President, you are w elcom e.” 
Greeted by British Admiral. 


Mr. R oosevelt expressed his th ank s in 
a few words and w as then introduced to 
A dm iral Bickford, of the B ritish P acific 
squadron, who conveyed the good w ishes 
of K ing Edward and said that the ar­ 
rival of the flagsh ip of the squadron to 
a ssist -in the greetin g is another in­ 
stance of the cordial relations existing 
betw een the tw o nations. 


President R oosevelt said 
he 
appre­ 
ciated the evidences of friendship and | 
begged that his good w ishes be given i 
to his m ajesty. 
' 


B efore entering his carriage President 
R oosevelt stepped up to the engine and 
w arm ly shook hands w ith E ngineer Mc- 
Grail and Firem an Everly, 
who 
had 
sa fely piloted him from the south. 


In the parade the line w as headed by 
a troop of colored cavalry, this being the 
first Instance in the w est where negro 
soldiers held the position o f honor in a 
public procession. 
Follow ing the presi­ 
dent cam e U nited S tates troops from 
the local posts, sailors 
and 
m arines 
from w arships in the harbor and at 
M are island, regim ents of the state m i­ 
litia, and a num ber of 
sem i-m ilitary 
organizations. 
A notable feature w as 
th e fan cy m arching o f 
the 
Cleveland 
G rays, who cam e from Ohio to partici­ 
pate in the C alifornia greeting. 


A fter review in g the parade, the presi­ 
d ent w as driven to th e Y. M. C. A. 
b uilding w here a throng had assem bled 
to p articipate in th e burning of m ort­ 
g a g es and notes representing the total 
indebtedness of $115,280 upon the prop­ 
erty. 
The president by request touched 
a lighted taper to the docum ents and as 
th e flam es licked up the papers he joined 
w ith th e assem blage in singing, “Praise 
God From W hom All B lessin gs F low .” 
T h e P r e sid e n t’s A d d ress. 


The president m ade an address as 
follow s: 


“W e h ave atta in ed our present posi­ 
tion of econom ic w ell-b ein g 
and 
of 
leadership in th e International business 
w orld under a ta riff p olicy in w hich, I 
thin k , th a t our people a s a w hole have 
acquiesced a s essen tia lly 
w ise, 
alike 
from the stand p oin t of the m an u fac­ 
turer, the m erchant, the farm er and the 
■wage worker. 
D oubtless, as our needs 
Shift, it w ill be n ecessary to reapply 
in its details th is system so a s to m eet 
th ese sh iftin g need»; but it w ould cer­ 
ta in ly se e n , from the stand p oin t o f our 
business interests, m ost unw ise to ab a n ­ 
don the general policy of the system 
under w hich our su ccess h as been so 
signal. 


"In financial m atters w e are to be 
congratulated upon 
h a vin g 
d efin itely 
determ ined th a t our currency system 
sh o u ld rest upon a gold basis; for to 
Hollow an y other course 
w ould 
h ave 


j m eant disaster so w idespread that it 
I would be difficult to overestim ate it. 
There is, however, unquestionably, need 
1 of enacting further financial legislation 
I so as to provide for greater elasticity 
| in our currency system . 
At present 
1 there are certain seasons during which 
| the rigidity of our 
currency 
system 
causes a stringency which is very un­ 
fortunate in its effects. 


"The last congress, in its wisdom , took 
] up and disposed of m atters of vital mo- 
! ment. such as those dealing w ith the 
i regulation and supervision of the great 
corporations, 
com m only 
know n 
as 
j trusts, w ith securing in effective fash- 
j ion the abolition of rebates by the trans- 
| portation com panies, that is, securing 
i lair play as between the big man and 
I the little man. in gettin g their products 
j to m arket, and in itiatin g the national 
| system of irrigation. 
So. in my judg-' 
j ment. the congress that is to assem ble 
I next fall should take up and dispose 
| of the pressing questions relating to 
j banking and currency. 
I believe that 
| such action will be taken and I am 
1 sure that it ought to be taken. 
It is 
1 needed in the interest .of the business 
world and it is needed even more in 
the interest of the world of producers, 


i of earth-tillers, of men who m ake their 
living by the products of the farm and 
ranch. 
Such action w ould supplem ent 
in fittin g style the excellent work that 
has already been done of recent years 
as regards our m onetary system .”

guest, which ran the entire lengtji of 
the north side of the room and to which 
the others were placed at right angles. 
Im m ediately back of Mr. 
R oosevelt’s 
chair w as draped the presidential flag 
w hich had been sent over from the Mare 
Island navy yard. 
To

Chairm an M. H. De Y oung sat the presi­ 
dent, Governor Pardee, Secretary Loeb, 
B ritish Adm iral Bickford.

SWEEPIN GINJTJNCTION 


AGAINST EMPLOYERS. 


By Associated Press. 


Omaha, May 12.—Judge D ickinson in 
the district court, at 7 o ’clock tonight, 
on application of John O. Yeiser, an a t­ 
torney representing the W aiters’ union, 
w hose m em bers are on strike, issued an 
injunction again st the 
business 
men 
and proprietors, even more sw eeping 
than that issued by the federal court 
again st the unions last week. 
The or­ 
der restrains the business men from re­ 
fu sing to sell goods to dealers who em ­ 
ploy union labor, prevents them from 
boycotting union 
labor, 
requires the 
B usiness M en’s 
association 
to 
cease 
holding m eetings or conspiring again st 
th e unions or in any w ay interfering 
w ith the unions in the m anagem ent o f 
th eir affairs. 


T h e order of the court restrains the 
B u sin ess M en’s association and others 
nam ed a s defendants, as follow s: 


F irst—From in any m anner threat* 
en in g to Injure the business or person 
of a n y em ployer of m em bers of cross­ 
com plainant’s union or m em ber of labor 


unions or any person who m ay em ploy 
or desire to em ploy such union men, or 
from refusing to sell com m odities and 
supplies of m erchandise to em ployers of 
such union labor, and from discrim inat­ 
ing again st such other persons in the 
prices charged for any such com m odi­ 
ties. 


Second—From threatening or intim i. 
d ating in any m anner any person into 
joining the said B usiness Men’s associa­ 
tion or any organization to oppose labor 
unions. 


Third—From threatening 
or 
in tim i­ 
d ating any person w ho m ay have be­ 
com e a member of said association or 
organization if he em ploys organized la­ 
bor or recognizes'labor unions into dis­ 
continuing such em ploym ent. 


Fourth—From 
im posing 
any 
fines 
upon its m em bers or any person for vio­ 
lating any agreem ent not to em ploy or­ 
ganized labor or not to recognize a la­ 
bor union. 


F ifth —From receiving or paying out 
any m oney w hatever in pursuance of 
any agreem ent to break up labor unions, 
except attorneys in this action. 


Sixth —From paying or offering any 
m oney to officers or m em bers of unions 
directly or indirectly as a bribe to do 
or not to do any act in pursuance of 
any agreem ent of any of said defend­ 
ants again st such unions. 


Seventh—From im porting or engaging 
agents or servants to im port any labor­ 
ers into the city of Om aha or state of 
N ebraska in pursuance of any existing 
plan to destroy labor organizations or 
under any sim ilar or new arrangem ent 
or plan. 


E igh th —From bringing any other in­ 
junction suits or actions in pursuance 
of any general plan of prosecutions to 
break up labor unions or of any new 
or sim ilar plans connected directly or 
indirectly with an existin g plan. 


The injunction w as granted at the 
request of the W aiters union and is cal­ 
culated to place the em ployers in a 
position alm ost identical with those of 
the strikers—one 
of 
defense. 
Judge 
D ickinson signed 
the 
order 
w ithout 
com m ent and it is being served on the 
persons again st w hom it is directed 
tonight. W hile it concerns directly only 
the W aiters union, it is really intended 
to serve as a guide to the future a c­ 
tion of all other unions whose m em ­ 
bers are on strike. 


N one of the m em bers of the Business 
Men's association could be seen tonight 
and any plan of action they may form u­ 
late will com e up later. 
The situation 
is now considered a m ost serious one, 
w hat with nearly 3,300 men on strike 
or locked out, and a large num ber of 
business 
estab lish m en ts, including 
18 
laundries, closed, has brought the busi­ 
ness of the city alm ost to a standstill. 


Judge D ickinson, who issued the in­ 
junction. has been on the district bench 
for 10 years and is considered one of the 
m ost able and conservative ju rists in 
the state. 
H e is at th is tim e in charge 
of the law docket and his decisions on 
points of equity before the law have 
been considered as authoritative in the 
legal world. 
The decision is more pe­ 
culiar because of the fact that three 
district court judges yesterd ay enjoined 
the W aiters union from all acts tending 
to ham per the business of the restaur­ 
ant proprietors.

quietly and physicians in attendance be­ 
lieve their injuries w ill not prove fatal. 


Sam Underwood, the miner who w as 
killed, w as 28 yeiirs old and leaves a 
w ife and child who reside at A ltm an. 
The w ife was prostrated w ith grief. D e­ 
ceased w as well known, having leased 
on different properties in this section 
for the past four years, also being a 
prom inent Red Man and m em ber of the 
Miners union of A ltm an, which lodges 
w ill have charge of the funeral when it 
takes place. 


FATAL ACCIDENT ON THE 


WILSON CLAIM NEA ALTMAN.

V ictor, M ay 12.—S. 
Underwood 
w as 
killed and Ben and W ill G oldsworthy 
were severely injured by a prem ature 
explosion in the Mercer lease 
on

A bout 4 o’clock the three m en were 
p utting in the last charge of powder in a 
round of holes on the above property 
a t a depth o f 230 feet from the surface, 
and w hile in the act of tam ping the last 
hole of powder, in som e 
w ay 
it ex­ 
ploded, settin g off the rest of the holes, 
k illing Sam Underwood instantly, blow ­ 
ing off his right arm and leg and filling 
his body full of rock so that recognition 
w as nearly im possible. 


The G oldsw orthy boys, who w ere a 
little in the rear of Underwood, were 
blown som e 10 or 12 feet down a stope 
to the level. 
There Ben G oldsw orthy 
had presence of m ind enough to reach 
for the bell rope, and rang for the buck­ 
et to be lowered. 


B en, who w as injured the least of the 
two brothers, although 
totally 
blind, 
m anaged to scram ole into the bucket, 
and rang the bell to be hoisted to the 
surface. 
A fter the bucket reached the 
top the engineer noticed the m an sta g ­ 
gering tow ards the engine room and 
w ent out to help .him. thinking th at he 
had been overcom e by bad air, or had 
been sligh tly injured.

E ngland, w ith h er g reat intellectual and 
m oral forces, has som ething to contrib­ 
ute to the A m erican who is seeking for 
the best for this country. 


The speaker .wished to express a t the 
outset th a t he did not sym pathize w ith 
those who believe E ngland is passing 
Into her decadence. 
She is one of the 
leading nations of the world and will 
rem ain so fa r a long tim e to come. I t 
is necessary, however, in order to u n ­ 
derstand the crises through w hich th a t 
nation is passing, to take a broad out­ 
look and understand conditions there a t 
present in the light of past history. 
S eat of E m pire, 


A fter the b attle of W aterloo and the 
victory a t T rafalgar, th e English na­ 
tion becam e the seat of em pire and Lon­ 
d o n the economic capital of the world. 
This lasted until 1890, w hen the B aring 
B rothers’ failure produced an Impres^ 
sion th a t E ngland w as losing ground. 
The, clim ax of E ngland’s pow er during 
the last two generations w as sealed a ft­ 
er the w ar betw een R ussia and Turkey, 
when England, under the leadership of 
Beaconsfield, brought her fleet to the 
entrance of Bosporus and her Indian 
soldiers to M alta. 
Dr. 
Slocum 
then 
traced the influence of the B erlin tre a ty 
on E uropean affairs and especially the 
p a rt which E ngland played in the m ove­ 
m ents grow ing out of th a t treaty. 
H e 
also traced the developm ent of trad e 
and m anufacturing in 
G reat 
B ritain 
and the developm ent of London as a 
g reat financial center during these past 
two generations. 
H e 
said, 
however, 
th a t two nations had come into compe­ 
tition w ith E ngland and were com pet­ 
ing w ith her for w orld suprem acy in fi­ 
nance ahd trade. 


A fter the Franco-P russian, w ar, w hich 
closed in 1871, G erm any began to realize 
th a t she w as a w orld pow er an d w ith 
the large am ount of money furnished by 
the paym ent of th e w ar indem nity she 
developed her technical schools, h er u n i­ 
versities, her governm ent and ultim ately 
h er m anufacturing an d shipping, u n til 
she entered into open com petition w ith 
E ngland in the m arkets of the world. 
In th e m eantim e, th e U nited 
States, 
a fter the civil w ar, ^slowly developed 
into a m anufacturing nation and began 
to accum ulate capital, u ntil she, too, 
w as com peting w ith England* in 
the 
w orld m arkets. In th e m eantim e, E ng­ 
land had expended im m ense quantities 
of m oney on the w ar in the T ransvaal, 
had found the balance of trad e ag ain st 
her—in some years as great a s $800,000,- 
000, and, a t one.tim e, after the b attle of 
Colenso, thè reserve 
in the 
b an k of 
E ngland fell to £17,300,000, or about $86,- 
000,000. 
I t w as then th a t th e E nglish 
governm ent becam e a borrow er in B er­ 
lin, P aris and-N ew York. 


A bout the sam e tim e it w as discovered 
th iit w hile the, average deposit in the 
savings banks; of E ngland w as $23.60, 
in A m erica it w as $136. 


National Awakening. 


, Dr. Slocum then traced the aw aken­ 
ing of the B ritish nation to th e neces­ 
sity for technical education, 
and 
de­ 
scribed som ewhat, vividly the rise of 
technical schools' in Liverpool, 
M an­ 
ch este r an d ' London. 
He also showed 
ithe tran sitio n s thp.t are tak in g s place 
in. G reat B ritain, : socially and economic­ 
ally, because.of the depreciation of the 
value of land,^¡showing how the ag ri­ 
cu ltu ra l interests o f'th e 'k in g d o m are 
.now in.. com petition ; w ith 
the

fields of A m erica a n ^ ^of the A rgentine 
Republic; He: indicated,the changes, in 
English*, traditloris.;.in, regard*^ to , social 
life because.of th e rise of m en from ^the 
m iddle dassee;vbyU the accuraulatlón^.of 
"wealth' arid: ljy^thelpow ér of leadership 
in ’: g reat-in ercan tile; and • industrial ¥ n - 
again puts Malley. down.'

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The address closed w ith the assertion 
th at, afte r all th a t can be said for the 
developm ent of m anufacturing in these 
three nations, E ngland, G erm any and 
Am erica, the best thing w as the inWi- 
lectual and m oral forces which lie be­ 
hind all th a t is best in the life of these 
countries. 
Oxford and Cam bridge will 
alw ays stand for th a t broader cultiva­ 
tion w hich has m ade the men of letters, 
the statesm en and thinkers of th at na­ 
tion. 
H e believed th a t in the future 
these three g reat nations will, all of 
them , hold places of pre-em inent leader­ 
ship, but th a t m ore than anything else 
this will depend upon the m oral forces 
w hich are a t w ork in them, upon the 
¡justice w ith w hich they treat other n a ­ 
tions and upon th a t large spirit of right 
Hvhlch leads each' to render service to 
those who are in need. The strength of 
.tljesgjnations lies pre-em inently, not in 
their fieets ahd arm ies, b u t in the w ay 
ifa w hich the principles of liberty and 
fa}r play 
are 
m anifested 
by 
them 
throughout the world. 


B ev. A lv a R a y s c o tt. 


Rev. A lva R ay Scott of All Souls’ U ni­ 
tarian church followed Dr. Slocum. He 
Stated th a t the transition of industrial 
conditions am ong the B ritish people Is 
a ttra c tin g the attention of the m anu­ 
facturing industries of the whole world. 
In an interesting m anner he told of 
the profit-sharing and co-operative es­ 
tablishm ents in G reat 
B ritain, 
and 
dw elt upon one g reat soap m anufactory 
w orking on a co-operative basis which 
is sending agents to this country to se­ 
cure supplies. H e told of the a tta ck on 
m unicipal ow nership now being m ade 
a t B irm ingham , England, w here capi­ 
ta l is conducting a bitter fig h t against 
it. 
H e said, continuing; 


“G reat B ritain is teaching 
an 
im ­ 
p o rtan t lesson in regard to social ques­ 
tions. 
Especially is this true in re­ 
g ard to pauperism and crime. I t is u n ­ 
doubtedly tru e th a t the g reat countries 
of E urope have m ore of a m astery than 
w e have of the great questions of th.e 
day. I believe th a t the m ost dangerous 
b attle and struggle will be in this coun­ 
try ; here we have such 5, polyglot lot of 
people com ing from all sections of the 
world, bringing in th eir heritage of 
ideas. The enorm ous expansion of busi­ 
ness 
has 
produced 
a 
n atu ral 
bent 
tow ard concentration of capital, con­ 
centration of energy. W e hear on every 
side a cry against it. 
On one side a 
sm aller m erchant and m anufacturer is 
being crushed down; on the side of the 
labor union there is a fight ag ain st the 
disorganized or non-union forces. Some 
day, possibly, these two g reat bodies 
w ill come into conflict. 
M any efforts 
have been m ade to solve this difficulty 
and bring about a peaceful solution, but 
never has there been a tim e in the his­ 
tory of the world when danger has been 
so im m inent, when the clash of ill-feel­ 
ing so apparent. 


T ra n sito ry M ovem ent. 


. ‘The g re a t socialistic m ovem ent has 
attem pted a solution and has been go­ 
ing through a process of transition. In 
Chicago, years ago, I attended m eetings 
of an arch ists and socialists. 
In those 
m eetings th e g reat cry w as for revolu­ 
tionary m ethods. 
They 
expected 
it 
w ould tak e place shortly, w ithin fifteen 
years a new order of a ffars would be 
instituted. 
I t w as the cry of the poor 
ag ain st th e rich in the b itterest sense. 


“I have noticed lately a gradual soft­ 
ening of feeling 
am ong 
th e 
leaders. 
They are laaking more tow ard reform 
arid evolution. The socialists elected to 
the parliam ents of the different nations, 
such as the relchstag in G erm any, have 
m odified th eir views a s they have come 
into contact w ith other people. W ithin 
the p ast few years these socialistic peo­ 
ple have had opportunity to p u t into 
practice several of their ideas. 
In Bel­ 
gium there are some 2,000 co-operative 
establishm ents. They have found m any 
of th eir U topian 
ideas 
im practicable. 
■^Hien it cam e to w orking out principles 
they found they m ust go along business 
lines. They found they had to acknow l­ 
edge 'piece w ork,’ a m atter in opposition 
to socialistic ideas. 
I t goes to show 
th a t th e socialistic ideas everyw here are 
being som ew hat modified. Possibly they 
have had some effect on the g reat capi­ 
talistic side, as shown in the large num ­ 
ber of co-operative and profit-sharing, 
establishm ents. Again, in nearly all our 
industrial system s there has been a 
grow ing liberality to the m an employed; 
the g re a t railroads are tak in g special 
p a in s fo r'th e enlightenm ent, an d pleas- 
ure.of the- m en in their employ. 


. , Municipal Control. 


“A .word ,In regard- to m unicipal con­ 
trol of public utilities. In g reat B ritain 
$25,000,000 - o f property 
is . owned 
by 
m unicipalities a n d , $22,500,000 > is. owned 
•by prive^te corporatigns. Those figures, 
I think,-you-w ill agree, are significant. 
J t m ay j^eU h at in-this country u n til we 
— %h ,,the pigher stan d ard o f m unicipal

pal ownership. B ut the great safeguard 
is in th e enlightenm ent of the people 
generally. .There are m any men on the 
capitalistic side who 
are 
unfam iliar 
with the union journals, ably conducted 
as they are. People m ust be tau g h t to 
have th is interest in one another.” 


Judge K. R. B abbitt was called upon 
but stated' th at anyone attem pting to 
discuss such a topic, one th a t affects us 
all so vitally, should not do it w ithout 
thorough preparation and study. 
He 
referred to the rema*rks th a t had been 
m ade on the relation 
of Am erica 
to 
England and said th at as he felt strong­ 
ly on th a t question he would say a few 
words. He continued: 


“I cannot speak from extended ob­ 
servation. 
From a lim ited observation 
I am confident th a t the feeling am ong 
the m asses in England is much more 
friendly and cordial to the U nited S tates 
than is the feeling in the U nited States 
to England. The English people adm ire 
Am erica’s achievem ents and are looking 
to America for enlightenm ent. C harac­ 
ter in the last analysis Is the founda­ 
tion of the nation’s greatness and if we 
intend to dom inate the world in the fu ­ 
ture we should see to it th a t our grow th 
is along proper lines. No new race but 
shows the wonderful influence of en­ 
vironm ent and we have developed a dis­ 
tinct type in the 125 years we have 
been in existence as a nation. 
Along 
the line of the development of the n a t­ 
ural resources of the country the Amer­ 
ican of today is like the German, the 
Irish, the French, or some other for­ 
eigner. B ut now we m ay very well turn 
to Europe and find w hat is best for 
the future. The dollar should be made 
secondary. 


D eference to Scholars. 


“No one visits the countries of the 
Old W orld and fails to note the defer­ 
ence to those m en who have 
accom ­ 
plished som ething in the line of scien­ 
tific development, m en of letters, a r­ 
tists, to men in all those depatm ents of 
labor. It is interesting to speculate upon 
upon w hat is to bo the plane of culture 
of this country if we do not tu rn in 
th a t direction. There is no doubt of the 
dom ination of America in years to 
come. 
Europe has adm iration, in a 
way, for us and a little 
m ingling of 
jealousy. T h at is due to w hat we have 
accomplished. 
I believe it fair to say 
th a t in m any sections of this country 
there is strong antagonism to anything 
English, and it is unfounded. 
The in­ 
fluence th at we exert on the life and 
thought in E ngland is immense. It was 
said to me while over there th a t if an y ­ 
thing should happen to the royal fam ­ 
ily and no one would appear suitable 
for the throne, th a t the royal fam ily in 
E ngland would disappear; no successor 
would take its place. T hat has been the 
influence of Am erica and its effects are 
seen in every country in the world. W e 
have not sent out m issionaries, b u t the 
work has been well done; we have ban­ 
ished the last m onarchy from the w est­ 
ern hem isphere and have established 
real republics in Europe. The idea th at 
a certain num ber of men in this coun­ 
try should develop an am bition for the 
acquisition of the w ealth of the country 
is 
the 
real 
cause 
of 
the 
trouble 
th a t 
threatens 
us. 
It 
is 
this 
idea 
th a t 
any 
m an 
who 
w ants 
advancem ent, even in the social sense, 
m ust first get rich, is 
recognized 
in 
American life: it m ay not be the pleas­ 
an test reflection, but I believe it to be 
true. 
W e m ust develop a broader cul­ 
ture, a broader charity, to reach the 
plane on which the men of this country 
m ust all stand to work out the destiny 
of their country.” 


A fter the applause, 
Doctor 
Gregg, 
pastor of the Congregational church, 
led the discussion after it w as declared 
open by the chairm an. He dw elt upon 
the rem arkable 
assim ilation 
of 
the 
Am erican 
people, 
the 
extraordinary 
num ber of foreign nam es in the public 
schools, w hich he characterized as the 
g reatest factor in the w ork of assim i­ 
lation. 


A M ed iatin g Force. 


He likened the coming influence of 
R ussia in A sia as the m ediating force 
betw een the O ccidentals and the Ori­ 
entals, and will bring into A sia w estern 
thought and influence. Prof. E. S. P a r­ 
sons spoke on the ideal home life of 
the English people, saying there lay 
the strength of the English nation. He 
also spoke of the purity in E nglish poli­ 
tics. 
H e stated th a t the Oxford and 
Cam bridge idea m ust be kept if we are 
to be a world, power and Am erica m ust 
not run too m uch after G erm any and 
its technical school. 
The m an trained 
in the broader school can do the w ork 
of a diplom at and is superior to the m an 
who can only proceed on the broad and 
fundam ental basis. P. B. Stew art held 
th a t the w ealth the U nited States is 
creating is the m ost norm al and natural 
step in the developm ent in the future of 
our people, as w ith w ealth goes the 
power to direct the force of civilization. 
H e noted the exceptions of strong men 
in Am erican politics, nam ing the m ay­ 
or of Baltim ore, F olk of St. Louis, Je ­ 
rome in New York, John H arlan in 
Chicago, Gen. Leonard Wood in Cuba, 
who, he said, w as “filled w ith self-ab­ 
negation and devotion to his country,” 
and Judge T aft in the Philippines. Prof. 
R ubin Goldm ark w as called and created 
applause by referring to the R ussian 
knout and saying th a t the greatest com­ 
plim ent th a t could be paid to England 
w as th a t the Anglo-Saxon could not be­ 
come the ruler of the O riental, as R us­ 
sia did it w ith the knout. 
Professor 
Shedd stated th a t the m an of charac­ 
ter will be the leader In the world of 
affairs and asked w hat Greek and L atin 
would do for a m an who w as building 
a bridge. 


Professor Noyes stated th a t no study 
w as m ore broadening than th at of his­ 
tory; we m ust reach out into the litera­ 
tu re of other peoples, and the m an who 
studies literature in history is*going to 
be better equipped for the great world 
questions than the scientific man. 
H e 
applauded Oxford and Cam bridge, but 
said th at w hat w as in a m an has got to 
come out. John B. Stephen of Colorado 
City, representative in the last legis­ 
lature and a m em ber of the B rother­ 
hood of Locom otive Engineers, stated 
th a t he w as convinced upon a visit 
tw o years ago to the B ritish Isles th at 
th e B ritish are superior to the U nited 
S tates In m ethods of business and are 
superior to us since they are united in 
ideas coming from one.race. H e stated 
th a t the spirit of fairness should pre­ 
vail betw een employe and employer. Dr. 
C. A. Dickey of Philadelphia talked on 
the old-fashioned college, 
and 
stated 
th a t the best thing he had seen in Colo­ 
rado Springs w as 
Colorado 
college, 
w hich he considered old-fashioned. 
It 
rem inded him of his college. H e made 
a plea for Its retention in a touching 
m anner th a t brought 
continued 
ap­ 
plause. M r H astings closed the discus­ 
sion. W ith' the singing of “Auld L ang 
Syne,” the m eeting adjourned.

grading from the gray to th e gj-een, the 
tallest in the center and back, the m id­ 
dle shelf o f the cabinet holds the scu lp ­ 
tured pieces and the blue pieces, form ­ 
ing a group by them selves. 
This w as 
the m ost difficult sh elf to arrange; the 
pieces com e on a level w ith the chin 
so that the observer can look into them 
from the sides as w ell as from the front 
of the cabinet. T he low’er sh elf is made 
into a tone or color arrangem ent. 
The 
pieces have been placed in such a w ay 
that one is seen again st the other, and 
the rare tones of each m ay be more ef­ 
fectu ally remarked. 


“The natural 
inference,” 
says Mr. 
M ott-Sm ith. “would be to put the tall 
pieces a t the bottom , but after a deal 
of experim entation. I hit upon the idea 
of p utting them on top. 
The effect is 
rem arkable; they look like a row of 
dignified m em bers o f the in stitu te re­ 
v iew ing the exhibit below. M ost every­ 
one w ho h a s seen the exhibit has com ­ 
plim ented m e on th e idea.” 


But the most surprising feature of the 
exhibit is the acquiescence of the salon 
jury that the exhibit should be accom­ 
panied by the card:

soft coloring of the ware.

returned to the U nited S ta tes full 
am bition to discover the art of rep 
ducing it. 


Previous to his three years of pai 
ing in Paris In the atelier of Julian : 
Van B riggle had been w ith the Ror 
wood pottery, and had a good gene 
know ledge o f the practical side of i 
work. 
G oing to C incinnati he divic 
his tim e betw een pottery and painti 
until 1898, w hen he fell ill. In the spri 
of 1899 Mr. V an B riggle cam e to Co 
rado Springs. He m et Professor Stric 
of Colorado college, professor of che 
istry, who loaned him a corner of 
laboratory w here experim ents were c: 
ried on.

found here had to undergo m any < 
perim ents before it would a ct with i 
glaze. 
For tw o w inters the work 
the college continued before Mr. V 
B riggle could decide the question 
glaze and clay. 
One day he sent a f 
sam ples of his product to Europe 
one of the greatest critics in the wo 
in this line, asking for h is critici; 
along technical lines only.

w as m ade th at the answ er be cabled 
Mr. V an B riggle had to take a cotta 
as a workshop and could not w ait ur 
fall.

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WILL THE NAVIES BE REDUCED?

T E N T A T IV E proposal has been made by the B r it­ 


ish adm iralty to various other powers looking to 
a reduction in the im m ense naval program s now 


underway. 
It is evident from th is th a t G reat B ritain 
feels quite confident of her continued suprem acy on the 
sea for years to com e; and secondly th at th e burdens 
upon B ritish taxpayers are becom ing so great th a t the 
governm ent is obliged to pay some atten tion to th e uni 
versai protests which are being made. 


It is quite significan t th at this proposal should com e 
from a nation whose naval program usually equals th at 


of any other two countries. 


As a m atter of fact, nearly every nation in the world, 


a t least every nation of the first rank, has a great m any 
m ore ships o f w ar than are necessary. 
T h is is tru e of 


G reat B rita in , France, Germany, the United States and 
others. 
T he continued large appropriations which are 
being made year after year are pleasing to the builders 
of worships and the m akers of guns. 
The folly of strain ­ 
ing every nerve in warship building is found in the fact 
th a t as long as one nation keeps at it every other nation 
feels in duty bound to spend its m illions along the sam e 


lin e. 


T he Hague convention asked for by the czar w ith a 
View to reducing the arm am ents of the nations of Europe 
m ight have been valuable for its m oral effect, but prac­ 
tica lly it was without result. 
Som e nations of Europe, 
ao tably Germany and Italy, have announced th eir inten­ 
tio n of continuing to increase and enlarge th eir navies, 


Consequently, the suggestion ^>ut out by the B ritish ad­ 
m ira lty is likely to be fruitless. 


N evertheless, the people of the great nations of the 
World may live in the hope th at som e day the various 
m in isters and adm inistrations w ill get together and w ill 
Bay, “our navies are large enough. 
L et us desist for a 
few years. 
And let us use the money which we are now 


cu ttin g into them in education, in science, in m anufac­ 
tu rin g.”

CANADA AND THE BOUNDARY.

H E Canadians are com ing 
to 
the 
conclusion th at 
they have peraaps not as good a case with refer­ 
ence to the A laskan boundary as they have h ith ­ 
erto led the public to believe. 
Som e of them are begin­ 
ning to hedge already, and one of them , w riting to the 


¡London Econom ist, states th at it is the general belief th at 
the A m ericans w ill win w ith the help of the B ritish com ­ 
m issioner. 


He appears to have discovered w hat so m any Amer-> 
leans have been thinking for a long tim e, th at the w eak­ 
est feature of the case is th at it has the appearance of 
an afterthought. 
“F o r a long tim e,” says this w riter, 
“after the A nglo-Russian treaty of 1825 the region w here 


the dispute has arisen was adm inistered, so far as it was 
adm inistered a t all, by two fur com panies— the Hudson 
Bay company and the Russian-A m erican company, the 
form er paying a yearly rent to the latter for such te rri­ 
tory as the treaty had awarded to Russia. 
R u ssia on 
her m aps, copied by B ritish chartographers, had claim ed 
w hat is now claim ed by the United States, who stepped 
Into hei shoes in 1867, and England had nothing to say 
to the contrary. 
T he first official connection Canada 
had w ith the 'm atter was in 1871, when B ritish Colum bia 
sntered the confederation. 
W hile we asked more than 
Dnce for th e delim itation of the boundary we did not 
Beriously in sist th at the United States was claim ing too 


much until 1887, or thereabouts. 
Indeed, we scarcely re­ 
garded our case as w orth the candle until after the dis­ 
covery of gold in the Yukon seven or eight years ago, 
when, of course, we desired to control the routes running 
north from th e Lynn canal to the Yukon river and D aw- 
Bon.” 


In a dispute of th is kind the burden of proof rests 
upon th e nation, in th is case G reat B ritain , w hich is 
tryin g to dispossess the nation actually in possession 
and exercisin g sovereignty. 
No such proof can be pre^ 
Bented by Canada. 


A BAD BY-LAW.

H E M E M B E R S of the D em ocratic Press association 
of the state of M issouri have as one of th eir by­ 
laws a proviso th at all candidates of the party shall 
be supported by all m em bers of the association. 
A reso­ 
lution introduced at a recent m eeting of the association 
abrogatin g th is rule was suppressed. 


I t w as very unfortunate th at it was suppressed and it 
is a blunder to have such a rule in force and e ffe c t 
It 
is subversive of th a t liberty of thought and action which 
ev ery new spaper as w ell as an individual ought to exer­ 
cise. 
F o r th e good o f th e com m unity and of the party 
and of the sta te no editor should subscribe to such a 
h u m iliatin g by-law . 


As a ru le party newspapers w ill and ought to support 
p arty nom inees; bu t when a nom inee is notoriously un­ 
f it fo r office, even if nom inated, it should be the privi­ 
lege and the duty of his party newspapers to refuse to 
t g lye him th eir support. 


In M issouri, especially in view of w hat has taken place 
in th e laBt legislature, the nom inees of all parties m ust 
be scanned w ith the greatest care and if candidates are 
placed in o ffice who are unw orthy the positions to which 
th ey aspire they should be defeated and the newspaper best 
serves its party when it assists in such defeat.

as a possible D em ocratic presidential nom inee fo r 1904 
or w ith a protest again st any schem e of D em ocratic policy 
w hich recognizes anything but an eight-year-old plat­ 
form as its watchword. 


T his line of conduct m ay be g ratifyin g to a few Demo­ 
crats throughout the country; it is becom ing very irk 
some, to put it m ildly, to th e great body of the organi­ 
zation. 
W e should either organize for th e com ing cam ­

York Independent. 
These Yankee gen­ 
tlem en have a nonchalance, a power of 
personal subtraction th at is madden­ 
ing to the southerner, who has a t least 
a s much 
tem peram ent 
as 
he 
has 
brains. 
They are not natural, as are 
southern men, but they have been care­ 
fully made by their ancestors, predes'- 
tined and produced. 
And unless one is 
acquainted with the process, he is never 
likely to comprehend 
thoroughly 
the 
man th at results from it. 
They do not 
even get their convictions as 
we do, 
from experience, but from books and 
university courses. 
They have a sys­ 
tem of thought th at reaches from the 
slum s to the rem otest 
solar 
system s, 
and the whole 
thing 
is 
academic, 
theoretical! 
And their.- leading eccen­ 
tricity consists in an energetic determ i­ 
nation to govern by 
it, w hether 
it 
m eets the actu al conditions 
in 
the 
world about them or not. 
They show 
the sam e tenacity in holding these book 
and university theories th at southerners 
do in preserving their tried and proved 
prejudices. • 


I was prepared to find an even greater 
difference between northern and south­ 
ern women. 
B u t I am forced to the 
conclusion th at Am erican women are 
essentially the sam e everywhere. They 
only differ in m anifestations. 
In the 
north, for instance, they 
are 
fran k 
rather than coquettish. 
A t the same 
tim e they are personally more reserved, 
less confidential than we are in the 
south, because they have more imper­ 
sonal topics of conversation than we 


have. They are more interested in the 
world a t large and less interested in 
themselves. I think this m ay grow out 
of the fa ct th at they are not noticed 
as much or approved as often, and gal­ 
lantly as women are in the south. In ­ 
deed, they are apparently without th at 
self-consciousness 
which 
lim its 
our 
ways from the glance of an eye to the 
length of a step. 
This leads to w hat 
we should consider the m ost astonish­ 
ing results. 
I accounted on this basis 
for the naive exposure of fem inine legs 
on F ifth avenue. W hen I w as in New 
Y ork recently I saw m any sober maids, 
m atrons and 
grandm atrons 
walking 
there w ith' sk irts lifted as high as if 
they had been wading through three 
feet of w ater. I conclude th at this cold 
indifference to their nether extrem ities 
arose not from a lack of modesty, but 
from evident indifference of the pub­ 
lic. However, if a woman showed such 
economy of sk irts in any southern city, 
enough 
excitem ent 
and 
enthusiasm 
could be generated along th a t street by 
the sight to lengthen the self-conscious­ 
ness down to her 
boot 
heels 
very 
quickly. 


I do not know if social life in the 
north is more or less elastic than it is 
in the south, but evidently it is less for­ 
mal in some w ays. A closer relation ex­ 
ists between rom ance and reality than 
we adm it. Love a ffa irs are openly con­ 
fessed and apparently receive a recogni­ 
tion, a general sanction th at we perm it 
only near the end of an engagem ent. A t 
the sam e tim e I w as told th at it is not 
adm issible fo r a man to “m ake love” to 
a woman unless he is “in earnest.” To 
us, whose vocation consists largely in a 
coquettish dexterity a t parrying the gal­ 


lant. speeches'; of 
our 'm ankind, 
this 
seem s an unreasonable, prosaic hard­ 
ship. And thip rem inds,m e of another 
impressive,- ch aracteristic of- northern 
m en; they are not rude, but they are 
unconscious of how much and how cun­ 
ningly women differ from men. 
I re­ 
call in this connection a long w alk with 
a gentlem an who is a product rathe;- 
than an exponent of New England, 
was a n excellent com rade, but he al­ 
lowed m e to craw l over a stone fence, 
snake through a th icket of briars and 
up a h ill one-quarter of a mile steep 
Without ever offering me the least as­ 
sistance. 
Had a southern man treated 
me in this fashion I should have died 
of exhaustion and indignation. 
As itj 
was I climbed the situation with a for­ 
titude th a t I have never showed before 
or since. I felt a humorous exhilaration 
in conform ing to h is strenuous notions 
of sex. 


These are some of m y first impres­ 
sions of .the north. M ore particularly i 
w as am azed a t the indefatigable energy 
of these people. W h at we know as leis­ 
ure is an experience they can never 
have. .They have no capacity for rest­ 
ing. T heir brains h ave been wound up 
by 200 years of industrious living anrj 
they never “run down.” 
I w as with a 
party of New Y ork 
people 
in 
Con­ 
n ecticut who thought they were taking 
a vacation. Now w ith us a vacation is 
a kind of N irvana experience. W e take 
our holiday lying fla t upon our backs. 
W e go into a rom antic trance along 
w ith the summer w eather* 
B u t these 
men and women showed more zeal in 
their effort to am use them selves than 
southerners do when they are leading 
a “strenuous life!”

T 
H E SU P R E M E COU RT of th is state yesterday ren­ 


dered a decision in which it confirm ed the right of 
the city and county of Denver to include w ithin its 
ju risd iction the numerous sm all towns such *as E ly ria, 
M ontclair, G lobeville and several other suburbs.

com m unity w ill proceed to m ake for them selves a charter 
which w ill be sound, practical and complete;

Rabbi H irsch of Chicago, in an ad­ 
dress to the Epw orth league 
of 
St. 
Ja m es Methodist church of th at city 
Sunday, is quoted as saying: 
“I f Jesu s 
Christ should return to the earth to­ 
morrow he would be welcomed in every 
Jew ish synagogue in the land, and every 
Jew would say, with David, 'L ift up 
your heads, O ye gates; and be ye lifted 
up, ye everlasting doors; and the K ing 
of Glory shall come in.” 


Adm irable as this utterance is, 
and 
faith fu l as it is to the Jew s whom Dr. 
H irsch represents, there m ust be some 
m istake in the report, for there are syn­ 
agogues of a different temper. N everthe­ 
less, this outspoken recognition of the 
greatest of all Jew s does show how the 
Jew ish estim ate in the atm osphere 
of 
freedom drops the hostile bias of centu­ 
ries of suffering from religious persecu­ 
tion to acknowledge the Jew ish prophet 
—for that, a t all events, Jesu s was. The 
H ebrew race owns Jesu s a t last as the 
consum m ate flower of the race. 
Dr. 


H irsch asserted th a t 
Jesu s 
preached 
Judaism —and if we open our eyes to the 
fact, getting back to his day, we see 
th at he could have preached nothing 
else, except w hat he had drawn from 
personal sources of life and thought. 
H e was not learned in the wisdom of 
the Greeks, as w as Paul, the chief au ­ 
thor of Christian theology; he was a 
a Jew , and w ith his v ast personal in­ 
spiration, liftin g him higher than Jew 
had ever gone before, he made a gospel 
—a good tidings—which, notw ithstand­ 
ing Dr. H irsch, had no em bracing pre­ 
cedent in Jew ish teaching, even though 
the several ideas which .he made his 
own had been expressed before. He was 
the first who made the gospel of these 
ideas, because he was the first who felt 
him self son of God, and authorized to 
speak for his F a th er as for him self. He 
had the inner vision—he knew, arid did 
not grope. I t comes of course to this— 
th at Jesu s vitalized a vast number of 
ju st and true and faith fu l sayings by 
his living the life which 
belongs 
to 


them. 


There is nothing more wonderful in 
the history of religions than the per­ 
sistent influence of the m an Jesu s as a 
man, w ithout regard to the claim s of 
divinity made for him. On this charac­ 
ter R abbi H irsch dwelt, as a m atter of 
course: 
The Jew s, he said, hold that 
the Christians have made an utter fail­ 
ure as to 'p racticin g 'th e loving precepts 
of Jesu s. 
The Jew s did love him, 
was shown by the popular reception on 
his Iasi entrance into Jerusalem , and 
he was put to death by a few jealous 
priests. 
And he w ent on to say: 
“So 
fa r as thé modern Jew s are* concerned, 
they regard Jesu s as one of the noblest 
spiritual- teachers th a t ever appeared 
in the world, and th at the Jew s have 
furnished the only shining example of 
obedience. 
The so-called disciples of 
Jesu s have persecuted the Jew s with 
savage ferocity for ages, and -the Jews 
have 
borne 
these 
persecutions 
with 
lam blike 
gentleness 
and 
sllence.”- 
(Springfield Republican. " 


'ÍHE 0MTIED ITÄTEI CAVALRY^ 


Gen. Baden-Pow ell, the hero of M a- 
feking, has been traveling through this 
country under an assumed name. Now 
he has gone back to England, but be­ 
fore lie went he saw fit to say a few 
things about the United States cavalry­ 
m an as a soldier which are well worth 
considering. 
Baden-Pow ell of M afek- 
ing, thinks th a t our m ounted 
service 
enjoys too m any luxuries. 
T his comes 
a s a surprise from a general in a n arm y 
which cam paigned 
w ith 
pi$ri6s 
and 
other necessities of- life, but* then the 
cavalrym an in our posts is given plum 
duff a couple of tim es a week, and of 
course, this 
is 
blam eworthy. 
Baden- 
Powell of M afeking did not see a dust- 
covered, blue column threading its way 
through the defiles of the Rocky moun­ 
tains or along the parched banks of the 
G ila; and when the sun had been down 
four or five hours he did not sit down 
w ith the boys in blue and yellow to 
eat hardtack with a slice of raw bacon 
on it. 
No true 
English 
cavalrym an 
would touch these luxuries In/ the field, 
especially If there was no “B . and S.,” 
or raspberry ja m in the wagon train to 
choke it down with. B u t then- a squad­ 
ron does not have a wagon train in this 
country when it is on the jum p in the 
west, and the luxuries are all packed 


in two tiny saddle-bags, and a luxur­ 
ious 1 toothbrush Is cocked in the band 
of a cam paign hat th at does not need 
a chinstrap to keep it in its lawful po­ 
sition over one ear. 


Baden-Pow ell of M afeking says th at 
our troopers have not y et had a hard 
cam paign, like the Boer war, in which 
to show their staying powers. 
This is 
• true. T he N inth w ent up San Ju a n hill 
on foot in a few hours, so there was no 
need of a long cam paign. 
B u t Baden- 
Powell of M afeking could have learned 
a few things about cavalry cam paigns 
if he had thought to ask about the 
winning of the west. The Seventh never 
had any real cam paigning, and Custer 
and Cook did not know the m eaning of 
the word. 
They m erely fought and led 
men, ju st as “Phil” Sheridan did. 
And 
then Baden-Pow ell of M afeking casts 
the m ost unkind insinuation of all by 
saying th at English cavalrym en take 
a salt w ater bath every day. S alt w ater 
is a bit bard to get daily in some of our 
posts, which are 1,500 miles from the 
sea. 
B u t some of our troopersm ave 
slept in snow drifts every night, for a 
month, and then have done things such 
as the Seventh did when it wiped out 
the score of the Custer m assacre. >It is 
true th at the troopers had neglected to 
take a bath th at morning, but they had 
been m arching all night in the teeth of 


such a blizzard as ’ Baden-Pow ell 
of 
M afeking never heard of, and they did 
not have time, for ju st as the tubs 
should have been ready, a half-frozen 
bugler sounded the charge, 
and 
the 
luxurious Seventh charged home s t a n d ­ 
ing in its stirrups, each m an yelling, 
“Rem em ber the L ittle B ig H orn;" and 
if a salt w ater bath m akes men fight 
better, it w as very fortunate for the 
few surviving Indians th at the troop­ 
ers did not bathe th at morning. Baden- 
Powell found th at barbed wire was a 
fine thing to keep the Boers away from 
M afeking, and the three large buildings 
over which flew the red Geneva cross, 
but Am erican troopers would not have 
stopped for it, as they proved when 
they cut down the w ire in front of the 
little blockhouses in C uba; and the kind 
of talk which Baden-Pow ell gave to the 
Boers in the trenches around Mafeking 
would have had little effect 
on 
Am erican troop commander. Too many 
of them have heard a Sioux chief make 
medicine. 
Baden-Pow ell of Mafeking 
is an English hero, and a good officer, 
but before he is fit to criticise men who 
went for years w ithout the bare neces­ 
sities of life because they had no time 
to use them, he should read a few chap­ 
ters of United S tates fron tier history, 
and forget the Boer w ar.—(Springfield 
Republican. 


The

We are constantly being told that the 
tariff is handicapping 
domestic 
m anu­ 
facture and destroying the opportunities 
for industrial development by putting such 
a tremendous burden on foreign raw ma­ 
terials, and embarrassing and impoverish, 
ing the consumer, thereby lessening con­ 
sumption by the tariff on foreign com­ 
modities. 
From the general statem ents 
of this kind, which are said with an ear­ 
nestness often verging on fanaticism, one 
would ^UDppse that business in this coun­ 
try was declining, and that all other coun­ 
tries, particularly England, where they 
have 110 such handicapping tanfi, are in 
a high state of prosperity; and especially 
wouid one imagine that our export trade 
was going to destruction. 
Yet the facts 
are all the other way. We are nearly the 
only country in the world that is keeping 
up the high pace of domestic prosperity. 
In foreign countries trade is declining; 
they are complaining on every side about 
the dullness of business. England is on 
the verge of industrial depression. 
In 
Lancashire the operatives are 
working 
only four days a week, while in this coun­ 
try everything is moving a t the high-wa­ 
ter m ark of prosperity. Nor are prices ab­ 
normally inflated. On the contrary, in all 
great lines of manufacture prices have 
become thoroughly steadied, with a ten­ 
dency downwards, not through any de­ 
pression or lack of business, but from the 
normal steadying of economic forces. This 
is largely due to the steadying influence 
of the large corporations. It. is in the lines 
where these concerns are most influential 
that prices are steadiest and business most 
prosperous.—(Gunton's Magazine. 


ALL OVER. THE WORLD BY RAIL 


Moved by national pride, or possibly 
spurred to action by the universal and 
continued praise bestowed upon the czar 
now th a t he has actually completed the 
longest railroad in the world, Mr. C ar­ 
negie has actively em barked upon a 
rival schem e of even fa r greater m agni­ 
tude, for his plan contem plates noth­ 
ing less th an carrying out Jam es G. 
B laine’s life project of connecting the 
railw ay system s of the U nited States 
w ith those of the South A m erican re­ 
publics, says A lexander H um e Ford, in 
Collier’s W eekly. 


From its inception to its finish, the 
L atln-A m ericans seem 
quite 
willing 
th a t Yankee thought and energy shall 
predom inate in the carrying out of the 
g reat intercontinental project. 
I t w as 
50 years ago th a t the Panam erican rail­ 
road w as 
first 
mooted, 
a 
patriotic 
Am erican offering a prize of $5,000 for 
the best essay 011 the advantages to be 
derived from the building of a railroad 
binding together the countries of N orth 
and South America. 
The prize was 
aw arded m any years ago, and its donor, 
now a very old gentlem an, still lives in 
W ashington, hoping th at he m ay yet 
see the idea lie originated become a rail­ 
way. 


In 1S90 the project was taken up by 
Jam es G. Blaine, 
then 
secretary of 
state. 
A Panam erican conference was 
held a t the national capital, and until 
the time of his death Mr. Blaine worked 
indefatlgably to carry the plan to suc­ 
cess. The Unted S tates governm ent ap ­ 
propriated $360,000 for surveys, which 
wrere made, and it seemed as though 
actual work were about to begin: but 
after the death of Mr. Blaine little prog­ 
ress w as m ade until last year when, at 
the Panam erican congress held ¡11 the 
City of Mexico, it w as recommended 
th a t the U nited States take the in itia­ 
tive and appoint a commissioner to c ar­ 
ry out the recom m endations m ade by 
the congress. 
Secretary H ay 
has in 
consequence ju st appointed Mr. Charles 
M. Pepper as special representative to 
the heads of the South Am erican repub­ 
lics, and Mr. Carnegie will pay the ex­ 
penses of th is investigation. 


It is a strange coincidence th a t Mr. A. 
J. C assatt, chairm an of the first P a n ­ 
am erican congress in 1890. is now presi­ 
dent of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
w hich has a mileage ju st equal to the 
distance from New York 
to 
Buenos 
Ayres, and annual gross earnings ex­ 
actly sufficient to build 
the 
m issing 
links of the intercontinental line. 
The 
Pennsylvania railroad, too, will form 
the first section of the through route. 


A lthough the quickest way to reach | ttnents. 


Buenos Ayres is still via Europe, the in­ 
tercontinental railroad has m ade some 
progress since our surveys were m ade 
for its extension, so th at it will soon be 
possible to travel by direct train from 
Xew York to A yutla, 011 the border of 
G uatem ala, a distance 
of 
some 3.769 
miles. 
B ut from A yutla to Cuzzco, in 
the m ountains of southern Peru, there 
is a gap of nearly 5,000 miles to be 
built. 


The cost of the m issing link will be, 
it is estim ated, in the neighborhood of 
$200,000,000, or about the am ount th a t it 
cost to build the T ranssiberian rail­ 
way.

A t the present tim e the num ber of 
passengers handled on the surface and 
elevated lines of the m etropolitan te r­ 
ritory am ounts to about 1,350,000,000 a 
year, 
an increase w ithin 
10 years of 
more th an 100 per cent. The Increase of 
passenger travel as com pared w ith th e 
increase of population Is a t the rate of 
alm ost three to one, and such has been 
the experience of n early all large cities. 
In 
M anhattan, 
Richm ond and 
the 
Bronx, 2,500,000 passengers are handled 
daily, about 1,200,000 in Brooklyn and 
Queens, and about 400,000 on the local 
lines ju st over the riv er in New Jersey, 
m aking a to tal of m ore th an 4,000,000 
daily riders. In the y ear 1860, the num ­ 
ber of rides per capita of population on 
M anhattan Island w as 47; in 1870 it w as 
118. In 1880 It w as 182, in 1890 It w as 
283. in 1900 it w as 388, and for 1903 it 
is estim ated a t 415. 
These figures re­ 
flect not only the grow th of M anhattan, 
but also of th e surrounding territory. 
The distribution of th e daily travel be­ 
tw een th e elevated and surface lines of 
M anhattan is indicated by the figures 
furnished for the six w orking days of 
the week ending Decem ber 13, 1902 and 
the surface lines 1,519,608, m aking a to­ 
tal of 2,268,780-passengers daily.

wash—ju st a porcelain pan.

Professor Cummings says:

ture and agriculture.” 
He thinks that 
what the mothers of the future gener­ 
ation teach their boys and girls about 
the care and preservation of the forests 
will settle whether America will have 
any trees on its surface or be a desert 
in the generations to come. 


The opinion of this learned professor 
carries great weight and no doubt pos­ 
terity w ill find what he has stated to 
be true. 
At the same time, one knows 
that women do not have to be gradu­ 
ated from a college in order to accom­ 
plish wonders in the way of the pre­ 
servation of forests. 
The general fed­ 
eration of W omen’s clubs has, through 
its forestry department, rendered val­ 
uable aid to the government on this 
subject, a service that has already been 
highly commended, and will continue to 
grow in importance. Other representa­ 
tive bodies of women, too, are in line 
and teaching on this line is going on 
now.

An old soldier presented 
to the University of Georgia a piece of 
wood which he said came from the tree

Lee 
surrendered 
to 
Grant, stating that “he was present at 
the time the tree was cut down and 
took a portion of it to preserve as a 
relic.” 


The dean of the faculty, believing 
that there must have been something 
upon which was based the widespread 
belief that the surrender took place un­ 
der an apple tree, wrote to General 
Gordon on the subject. He stated that 
he was fam iliar with 
the 
history of 
what occurred in the McLean house, 
and knew that the articles of surrender 
were signed there, but he wanted to 
know how the apple tree came into the 
story. 
To this letter Genera] Gordon 
replied as follows: 


“Mr. Sylvanus Morris, Athens, Ga.: 
Dear professor—Yours received. 
Both 
General 
Longstreet and m yself 
were 
present in the room when the formal 
surrender took place at Appomattox, 
as w as also. Colonel Marshall. The ac­ 
count, therefore, which states that only 
Colonel Marshall w as present is incor­ 
rect. 
The apple tree incident is a ro­ 
mance. 
N o surrender took place ex­ 
cept in the, room of the McLean house. 
The only connection of. the surrrender 
with the apple t»>ee is the fact that Gen­ 
eral Lee and General Grant met there 
for a few moments and agreed upon the 
place for' formal meeting. 
Probably 
the most appropriate Inscription you 
could .placp on the piece o f wood would 
be to th e effect that i t was. taken from 
the apple tree*.near which General Lee 
and General .Grfmt met-jprior to the sur­ 
render.

The city is in total darkness tonight, the 


water being a foot deep in the electric 
ight power house.' 
The railroads suffered losses probably 


amounting to $100,000. Many bridges in 
he county were washed away. The total 
oss will probably not be less than $400,- 
XtO.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S 


SPEECH ON EXPANSION 


An Address Dealing With the Development of Pa- 


cific Coast Trade, Its Future and the Advisa- 


bility of a Greater Navy—Great Gath- 


ering at Mechanics Pavilion 


Roused to Enthusiasm. 


By Associated Press. 


San Francisco, May 13.—Tonight at 


Mechanics Pavilion, the greatest as- 
semblage hall of San Francisco, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt made the most impor- 
tant speech he has delivered since he 
left St. Louis. His subject—"Expan- 
sion and Trade Development and Pro- 
tection of the Country's Newly 
Ac- 


quired Possessions In the Pacific," to- 
gether with the advocacy of a greater 
navy was one that made his discourse 
of particular interest to 
Californians. 


and he aroused his auditors to a high 
pitch of enthusiasm. It was a mighty 
gathering that listened to the president. 
The doors of the pavilion were thrown 
open to the public at an early hour and 
thousands of citizens thronged 
the 


building long before the time scheduled 
for the arrival of the presidential par- 


M. H. DeYoiing, president of the citi- 


zens reception committee, opened 
the 


meeting and Mayor Schmitz formally 
introduced the president to the people of 
San Francisco. It was some minutes 
before the cheering subsided and the 
president was able to make himself 
heard. He said: 


"Before I saw the Pacific slope I was 


an expansionist and after having seen 
it I fail to understand how any man 
confident of his country's greatness and 
glad that his country should challenge 
with proud confidence our mighty fu- 
ture, can be anything but an expan- 
sionist. 
In the century that Is open- 


Ing the commerce and the progress of 
the Pacific will be factors of incalcul- 
able moment in the history of the world. 


"Now, 
in our day, the greatest of all 


the oceans, of all the seas, and the last 
to be used on a large scale by civilized 
man, 
bids fair to become In its turn the 
first In point of importance. 


"Our mighty republic has stretched 


across the Pacific and now in Califor- 
nia, Oregon and Washington, In Alaska 
and Hawaii and the Philippines, holds 
an extent of coast line which makes it 
of necessity a power of the first class 
on the Pacific. 
The extension In the 
area of our domain has been Immense, 
the extension in area of our Influence 
even greater. America's 'geographical 
position on the Pacific is such as'to 
insure-our peaceful :dominatipn of its 
waters In the1 future if only We^grasp 
with sufficient strength and res'oi&fripn 
the advantages of this position. We are 
taking long strides In this direction; 
witness the cables we are laying down 
and the great steamship lines we are 
starting—steamship lines, 
some 
of' 


whose vessels' are . larger 
than ' any 


freight carriers the world has yet seen. 
We have taken the. first steps toward 


digging an isthmian canal, to be under 
our own control, a canal which will 
make our Atlantic and Pacific coast 
lines to all intent and purpose continu- 
ous and will add immensely alike to our 
commercial and our military and naval 
strength. 


"The Inevitable march of events gave 


us the control of the Philippine Islands 
at a time so opportune that it may 
without irreverence be called providen- 
tial. Unless we show ourselves weak, 
unless we show ourselves 
degenerate 


sons of the sires from whose loins we 
sprang, we must go on with the work 
that we have begun. I earnestly hope 
that this work will always be peace- 
ful in character. 
We Infinitely desire • 


peace and the surest way to obtain it 
is to show that we are not afraid of 
war. We should deal in a spirit of fair- 
ness and justice with all weaker na- 
tions and we should show to the strong- 
est that we are able to maintain our 
rights. Such showing cannot be made' 
by bluster, for bluster merely invites 
contempt. 


"Let us speak courteously, deal fair- 
ly and keep ourselves armed and ready. 
If we do these things we can count on 
the peace that comes only to the Just 
man armed, to the just man who neith- 
er fears nor Inflicts wrong. We must 
keep on building and maintaining a 
thoroughly efficient navy with plenty 
of the best and most formidable -shlpfc, 
with an ample supply of officers and of 
men, 
and with these officers and' men 
trained in the most thorough way to 
the best possible performance of their 
duty. Only thus can we assure our po- 
sition In the world at large and In par- 
ticular 
our position here on the Pa- 
cific. ' 


"It behooves all men of lofty soul 


who-are proud to belong to a mighty 
nation, to see to it that we fit ourselves 
to take and keep a great position in the 
world, for our- proper place Is with the 
expanding nations and the nations that 
dare to be great, that accept with con- 
fidence a place of leadership In the 
world.

road to the other, it would follow that 
a dining car In the course of a trip from 
Ogden to San Francisco which hap- 
pened to be empty—for dining cars are 
not in constant use by the traveling 
public—would not be subject to the con- 
trol of congress.

PENNSYLVANIA LIBEL' 
BILL IS APPROVED BY 
GOVERNOR PENNYPACKER. 
By Associated Press. 
Harrlsburg, Pa,, May 12.—Governor 


Pennypacker approved ;the Grady-Salus 
libel bill today, and at the same time 
Issued a long statement giving the 
reasons for his action. The bill which 
was in the governor's hands for more 
than a month goes into effect immedi- 
ately and repeals all laws or parts of 
laws inconsistent with the-new act;' 
, 
The governor says in his statement 
that the questions raised by the bill 
are of very grave importance and af- 
fect large business interests, the free- 
dom of speech and the press, the right 
of the citizen to be informed concerning 
current affairs and .the conduct of gov- 
ernment, as well as his right to pro- 
tect his reputation and home from the 
Injuries that arise from careless or neg- 
ligent as well as malicious false report. 
The governor says there is npthing in 
the terms of the measure which pre- 
vents any newspaper from making such 
comments upon legislative measures or 
upon the official acts of state, mu- 
nicipal, county or public officers as are 
proper Information for the public or are 
In the line of legitimate public discus- 
sion.

Effect of the Bill. 
Continuing he says: 
"The blll.in its application is riot con- 
fined to officials but affects as well the 
citizen or,business:man Whose conduct 
constitutes no part of the right of the 
public to information; the corporation 
officer who has been falsely charged 
with crime; the manufacturer who has 
been falsely accused of .being a drunken 
brawler; the woman whose domestic 
griefs have been unfeelingly paraded, 
or whose chastity is improperly suspect- 
ed; the 'student who has-been falsely 
accused of murder; the clergyman who 
has been cruelly maligned; the quiet 
citizen whose peace of mind has been 
destroyed, by the'publication of evil gos- 
sip; the merchant whose credit has been 
affected by, groundless rumors; the suf- 
ferers from reckless, but not necessarily 
malicious publications, are given the 
right, not to prohibit publication, but tp 
recover the damages which they have 
sustained, provided' they piove negli- 
gence or lack of care on* the part'of the 
publishing newspapers. All these are, 
instances of what has in fact recently 
occurred.

IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
James Boyle, United States consul at

Daily Post of April 7, with the com- 
nent that "it is probably the mostre- 
lable artd up-to-date report in brief 
form of-the'development of 'municipal 
rading' in Great Britain which can be 
obtained."

Increasing Profits. 


"After providing for interest, sinking 


fund,- depreciation and all working ex- 
penses, the sum of $88,035 was trans- 
ferred in aid of the rates for the year

In the following year the sum thus 
transferred was $125,825. 
The Leeds 
tramways which were taken over by 
the' city council In 1884, have for the 
last four years contributed an annual 
average sum of $204,380 In relief of rates 
and the Hull tramways yield about 
$115,000 .annually for the same purpose. 
The net annual profits earned by the 
tramways owned by corporations and 
available for the relief of taxation, are 
considerably over $500,000, and are ih- 
ci'easing with great rapidity.

Department of Electricity. 


The supply of electricity is a depart- 
ment of municipal enterprise which, in 
sortie towns, owing to many costly ex- 
periments, have not yet reached a pay- 
ing stage, but in others a considerable 
profit Is being made. Liverpool last 
year- was able to make a contribution 
to the general rate of $60,145 from this 
department, and Manchester showed a 
net profit for the year ending March 
31, 1902. of $38,175. Eight other English 
towns make an annual net profit, after 
paying interest and sinking funds of 
oyer $5,000, namely; Leeds, $18,365; Not- 
tingham, $18,126; Sheffield, $16,255; Bol- 
ton, $10,320; Southport, $7,730; Leicester 
$7,090;. Lancaster, $5,215, and Chester, 
$5,085. These examples would seem to 
show that, except where special tem- 
porary circumstances exist, it is quite 
possible to make this department of mu- 
nicipal enterprise as profitable as any 
other. 


The Water and the Gas Supply.: 


One hundred and ninety-three towns 
have their own water supply, yielding 
,an annual average net profit Of $450,640. 
This does not seem a large return on'a 
capital-of $250,000,000; but it should be 
Stated that the gross yearly profits are 
oVer $10,000,000, out of which an aver- 
age sum of .$7,600,820 Is paid as inter- 
est on'borrowed capital and $7,975,990 
toWara repayment of principal, both of 
Which sums would go to swell the divi- 
dends of joint stock companies if tKe 
supplies were in their hands. 
' 


•-Gas is a much more profitable com- 
modity than water, as the 99 towns that 
own: gas works make an average net 
profit yearly of $1,974,125 in all. ' The 
rates of these toWns are thus relieved 
to a ;very considerable extent, the Man- 
chester gas works contributing no less 
than $250,000 to this object; Salford, 
$121,625; Nottingham, $120,900; Birming- 
ham, .$114,065; -Leicester, $108,725 and Bol- 
ton, $104,660.

Operations of Financiers. 
Dr. Anderson was at the Raymond ho- 
tel on the Pacific coast recently and 
observed with interest the many finan- 
ciers—several of national prominence— 
who were there. They were thousands 
of miles from New York, but they kept 
on dealing arid making coups the same 
as If they were in Wall street. With a 
dozen financiers at the Antlers watch- 
ing the ticker at the hotel and deal- 
Ing on the market, Colorado Springs 
would become a market of its own, and 
the possibilities of investment in Cripple 
Creek or other Colorado stocks are un- 
limited. When Theodore B. Starr was 
here It was known that he put $50,000 
in stocks during the short time spent 
in Colorado Springs. The stock brok- 
ers benefited, s's a consequence.

MACUJXFIOENT DEMONSTRATION 
IN HONOR OF THE PRESIDENT

San Francisco, 
May 
12.—Heartier 
greeting was never given a president of 
the United States than that offered to- 
day by the city of San Francisco 
to 


fTheodore Roosevelt. Through miles and 
miles of densely packed, cheering, pa- 
triotic, enthused humanity the nation's 
chief passed, bowing his acknowledge- 
ments, evidently tired from maintain- 
ing an erect position but buoyed up by 
the Impresslveness of the demonstra- 
tion. It was a: magnificent ovation and 
one that will''doubtless • vividly remain 
In the president's.,recollections of his 


' eventful tour'.-•"• 
;- ' 
The presidential train, drawn by a 
handsomely decorated locomotive, ar- 
rived at Thirdi and Townsend streets 
promptly at 245 o'clock. A large gath- 
ering of federal, state and city officials, 
army and navy officers, foreign consuls 
and distinguished citizens was in wait- 
Ing to welcome the chief 
magistrate. 
Mayor Schmltz stepped aboard the rear 
car and formally greeted Mr. Roosevelt, 
"the president making brief response. M. 
H. De Young, president of the citizens' 
reception committee, then shook hands 
with the distinguished visitor and said: 
"Mr. President:—In the name of the 


citizens of San Francisco I extend you a 
hearty welcome. In the days of old, 
when our land was owned by Spaniards, 
who were noted :for their hospitality 
when they received a guest, they gener- 
ally saluted him with the remark, 'Out 
.house and all that Is in It is yours.' We 
say to you today, Mr. President, our 
city and all that Is In It is yours, and 
with it we give you our hearts, and you 
will have evidence as you pass.through 
our decorated streets, of the* hearty 
sentiment for you that prevails in the 
bosom'of all of our citizens. We will 
try to make your stay with us pleasant, 
and we hope that when you leave us, 
you will do so carrying with you the 
memory of one of the most delightful 
visits of your trip throughout the west. 
Mr. President, you are welcome." 
Greeted by British Admiral. 


•Mr. Roosevelt expressed his thanks in 
a few words and was then introduced to 
Admiral Bickford, of the British Pacific 
squadron, who conveyed the good wishes 
of-King Ed ward-and said that the ar- 
rival of the'flagship of the squadron to 
assist 'In the greeting is another in- 
stance of .the cordial Delations existing 
between the two nations. 
President Roosevelt said he appre- 
ciated the evidences of friendship and 
begged that his good wishes be given 
to his majesty. 
Before entering his carriage President 
Roosevelt stepped up to the engine and 
warmly shook hands with Engineer Mc- 
Grail and Fireman Everly, who had 
safely piloted him from the south 
In the parade the line was headed by 
a troop of colored cavalry, this being the 
first instance in the west where negro 
soldiers held the position of honor in a 
public procession. Following the presi- 
dent came United States troops from 
the local posts, sailors 
and marines 
' from warships in the harbor and a 
Mare Island, regiments of the state ml 
lltla, and .a number of semi-military 
organizations. A notable feature was 
the fancy marching,of the Cleveland 
Grays, who came from Ohio to partici- 
pate In the California greeting. 
After reviewing the parade, the presl 


dent was driven to the Y. M. C. A 
building where a throng had assembled 
to participate In the burning of mort 
gages and notes representing the total 
indebtedness of $115,280 upon the prop- 
erty The president by request touched 
a lighted taper to the documents and as 
the flames licked up the papers he Joined 
with the assemblage In singing, Praise 
God From Whom All Blessings Flow."

HEARS BRILLIANT ADDRESS 


CLOSES THE SEASON

The' Winter Night clutt held its last meeting this season at the Ant- •* 
* lers hotel last evening, and a-brilliant debate, marked with profound •* 
* observation, lightened with humor and rounded with sentiment, made the * 
* • occasion one of the most interesting the club has hel'd. The topic of the * 
meeting was "Recent Political and Social Movements in Great Britain." * 
and President W. F. Slocum of Colorado college was .thfe chief speaker. * 


There was a large attendance. The 
tables were placed In the form of the 
letter "T" in the cafe, and the usual 
dinner, if anything more enjoyable at 
this, the 
last meeting until 
next 
autumn, was served. With coffee and 
cigars came the program. P: B. Stewart 
presided. Among the guests of the 
club were Rev. C..A. Dickey, pastor of 
the Calvary Presbyterian church pf 
Philadelphia,'and Representative, John 
B. Stephen of Colorado City. At the, 
conclusion of the meeting, at 11:80 
o'clock, members and. guests formed;- by 
clasping .hands, a great ring around the 
tables, and sang ''AUld Lang Syne." It 
was then that., the meeting was de- 
clared adjourned until,next autumn. 
Chairman Stewart introduced Presi- 
dent Slocum, who was received''with 
continued applause.; Dr. Slocum began 
by saying that in America we can, learn 
something from all. the leading nations, 
of Europe^ Italy,, with its struggle".for 
freedom, its development in art, its in- 
dustrial education and study -in penol- 
ogy; France, with its skill in finance; 
Its: knowledge >of art and' archaeology; 
Germany, with Its conception of thor- 
ough training in university, army and 
mercantile life; Russia, with its Con-,' 
ceptlon of obedience, and, above all, 
England, with her great intellectual and 
moral forces, has something to contrib- 
ute to the American who is seeking for 
the best for -this country. 
The speaker _,wisnea to express at the 
outset that he did 'not sympathize With 
those who believe England la passing 
n to, her decadence. She is one of the 
leading nations of jthe world, and will 
remajn s.Ojfar a long time to come. It 
s necessary, however, in order to un- 
derstand the-crises through which that 
nation is passing, Ho take a broad out- 
ook and understand condition's there at 
present in the light of past history. 
Seat of Empire, 


After- the battle of Waterloo and the 
victory at Trafalgar, the English na- 
tion became the seat pf empire and Lon- 
doni the economic capital of the world. 
This lasted'Uritil 1890.', when the Baring 
Brothers' failure produced an Impres- 
sion that England was losing ground. 
The climax of England's power during 
the last two generations was sealed aft- 
er the war between Russia and Turkey,' 
•when England,'Under the leadership of 
Beaconsfield, brought her fleet to the 
entrance of :Boaporus -and her Indian 
soldiers to Malta. 
Dr. Slocum then 
traced the influence of the Berlin treaty 
on European affairs and especially the 
part which England played in the move- 
ments growing out "of that treaty. He 
also traced the development of trade 
and manufacturing in Great Britain 
and the development of London as a 
treat financial center during these past 
.wo' generations. 'He said, however, 
hat two nations had come into compe- 
ition with England and were compet- 
ng with her for world supremacy in f U 
nance and trade. 


After the Franco-Prussian, war, which 
closed in 1871, Germany began to realize 
.hat she was a world power and with 
he. large amount of money furnished by 
he payment of the war indemnity she 
developed her technical schools, her uni- 
versities, her government and ultimately 
her manufacturing and shipping, until 
she entered into open competition w.lth 
Qngland in the markets*of the world, 
n the meantime, the United 
States, 
after the civil war, slowly developed 
nto a manufacturing nation and began 
o accumulate capital, until she, too, 
•was competing -with England* In 
the 
world markets. In the meantime, Eng- 
and had expended immense quantities 
if money on the war In the Transvaal, 
md found the balance of trade against 
ler—in some years as great aa $800,000,- 
00, and, at onevtime, after the battle of 
Colenso, the reserve in the bank of 
England fell to £17,300,000, or about $86,- 
00,000.' It ,waa then that tha English 
overnment be'came a borrower in Ber- 
In, Paris andiNe,\v York.

The address. Closed with the assertlor 
that, after all that can be said for th 
development of manufacturing in thes 
three nations, England, Germany an 
America, the best thing was the Intiet 
lectual and moral forces which He be 
hindall :that. is, best .in. the life of thes 
countries. Oxford and Cambridge wil 
always stand for that broader cultlva 
tion which has made the men of letters 
the Statesrnen and .thinkers of that na 
tion. He .belieVed that In the futur 
these three great nations will, all o 
them, hold places of pre-eminent leader 
ship, but that more than anything els 
this will depend upon the moral force 
"•which are at work In them, upon th 
Justice with wh'lch they treat other na 
Sons'and upon that large spirit of righ 
"which leads each' to 'fender service t 
those who aife In need.'1 The strength o 
"iesetn4tlpns,lies'pre-eminently, not In 
jelr, fleets and armies', but in the 'way 
n" which the principles of liberty and 
ajy play are manifested by them 
hppughout the world. 
!', "',Rev. Alva Ray Bcott. 
Rev. Alva Ray Scott of All Souls' Uni- 
tarian church followed Dr. Slocum. He 
seated that the transition of Industria 
cofjdftions among the.,'British people:)! 
attraotipg the attention of the manu- 
facturing industries of the; whole world 
Jn an interesting -manner he to'ld of 
the profit-sharing and co-operative es- 
tablishments in Great 
Britain, 
an'd 
dwelt ttpon one.great soap manufactory 
working on a co-opera.tlve basis,which 
Is sending agents to this country to se- 
cure supplies. He told of the attack on 
municipal ownership now being made 
at Birmingham, England, where capi- 
tal Is conducting a. bitter .fight against 
It. He said, continuing: 
"Great Britain is Reaching ' an im- 
portant lesson in regard to social ques- 
tions. Especially is this true in re- 
gard to pauperism and crime. It:is un- 
doubtedly true that the great countries 
of Europe have more of a mastery than 
we haye of the great questions of the 
day. I believe that the most dangerous 
battle and struggle will be in this coun- 
try; here we have such a polyglot lot of 
people coming from all sections of the 
world, bringing in their heritage -of 
ideas. The enormous expansion of busi- 
ness has produced a .natural bent 
toward concentration of capital, con- 
centration of energy. We hear on every 
side a cry against it. On one side a 
smaller merchant and manufacturer is 
being crushed down; on-the side of the 
labor union there is a fight against the 
.disorganized or non-union forces. :Sorrie 
day, _ possibly, these two great bodies 
wjll come into conflict. Many efforts 
have been made to solve this difficulty 
and bring about a peaceful solution, but 
never has there been a time in the his- 
tory of the world when danger has been 
so imminent, -when the-clash of ill-feel- 
ing so apparent. 
Transitory Movement. 


- 'The great socialistic movement has 
attempted a solution and has been go- 
ing through a process of transition. In 
Chicago, years ago, I attended meetings 
of anarchists and socialists. In those 
meetings the great cry was for revolu- 
tionary methods. They expected: it 
would take place shortly, within fifteen 
years a new order of affars would be 
instituted. It was the cry of the,poor 
against, the rich in the bitterest sense. 
"I have noticed lately a gradual, soft- 
ening of feeling among the leaders. 
They are laaklng more toward reform 
and evolution. The socialists elected to 
the parliaments of the different nations, 
such ap the reichstag in Germany, have 
modified their views aa they have come 
into contact with other people. Within 
the, past few years these socialistic peo- 
ple have had opportunity to put into 
practice several of their ideas. In Bel- 
glum there are some 2,000 co-operative 
establishments. They have found many 
of their Utopian ideas 
impracticable. 
When it,came to working out principles 
they found they must go along buiiness 
lines. ,The.y found they had to acknowl- 
edge 'pie, ce work.' a matter in opposition 
to socialistic, ideas. It goes to show 
that.tfte socialistic ideas everywhere are 
being somewhat modified. Possibly they 
have had'some effect on the great capi- 
talistic, side, as shown in the large num- 
bery,o,f co-operative and profit-sharing 
—tajjllshmemx Again, in nearly all,our 
dustrialL,systems there has* been a 
PVrinK liberality to the man employed; 
'^railroads (are, taking special 
"•« enlightenment, and. pleas- 
•*n in thejr employ, „ r, , 
aicipal Control. 


Pal ownership) , But the great safeguard 
.fa in .the enlightenment of the people 
generally. .There are many men on the 
capitalistic side who are unfamiliar 
with the union journals, ably conducted 
as they are. People must be taught .to 
have thla interest in one another." 
Judge -K. R. Babbitt was called upon 
but stated- that anyone attempting to 
discuss such a topic, one that affects us 
all so vitally, should not do it without 
thorough preparation arid study. 
He 


referred to the remarks that had been 
made on the relation of America to 
England and said that as he felt strong- 
ly on that question he would say a few 
words. He continued: 


"I cannot speak from extended ob- 
servation. From a limited, observation 
I am confident that the feeling among 
the masses in England Is much more 
friendly and cordial to the United States 
than is the feeling in the United States 
to England. The English people admire 
America's achievements and are looking 
to America for enlightenment. Charac- 
ter In the last analysis Is the founda- 
tion of the nation's greatness and If we 
intend to dominate the world In the fu- 
ture we should see to it that our growth 
is along proper lines. No new race but 
shows the wonderful Influence of en- 
vironment and we have developed a dis- 
tinct type in the 125 years we have 
been in existence as a nation. Along 
the line of the development of the nat- 
ural resources of the country the Amer- 
ican of today is like the German, the 
Irish, the French, or some other for- 
eigner. But now we may very well turn 
to Europe and find what Is best for 
the future. The dollar should be made 
secondary. 
Deference to Scholars. 


"No one visits the countries of the 


Old World and fails to note the defer- 
ence to those men who . have accom- 
plished something in the line of scien- 
tific development, men of letters, ar- 
tists, to men in all those depatments of 
labor. It is interesting to speculate upon 
upon what is 'to be the plane of culture 
of this country if we do not turn in 
that direction. There is no doubt of the 
domination of America in years to 
come. Europe "has admiration, in a 
way, 
for us and a little mingling of 
jealousy; That is due to what we have 
accomplished. I believe It fair to say 
that In many sections of this country 
there Is strong antagonism to anything 
English, and it is unfounded. The in- 
fluence that we exert on the life and 
thought In England is immense. It was 
said to me while over there that if any- 
thing should happen to the royal fam- 
ily,:, and no one would appear suitable 
for the throne, that the royal family In 
England would disappear; no successor 
would take Its place. That has been the 
influence of'America and Its effects are 
seen in every-cbuntry in the world. We 
have not sent out missionaries, but the 
work has been well done; we have ban- 
isheid the last monarchy from the west- 
ern hemisphere and have .established 
real republics in Europe. The idea that 
a certain number of men in this coun- 
try should'develop an ambition for the 
acquisition of the wealth of the country 
is the real cause of the trouble 
that 
threatens 
us. It 
is 
this 
idea 
that 
any 
man 
who 
wants 
advancement, even in the social sense, 
must first get rich, is recognized In 
Ameriqan life; it may not be the pleas- 
antest reflection, but I believe it to be 
true; We must develop a broader cul- 
ture, a broader charity, to reach the 
plane on which the men of this country 
must 'all stand to work out the destiny 
of their country." 
•' After the applause, Doctor Gregg, 
pastor of the Congregational church, 
led the discussion after it was declared 
open by' the chairman. He dwelt upon 
the remarkable assimilation of the 
American people, the extraordinary 
number of foreign names in the public 
schools, which he characterized as the 
greatest factor In the work of assimi- 
lation.

The man trained 
in the broader school can do the work 
of a diplomat and is superior to the man 
who can only proceed on the broad and 
fuhdamentar basis. P. B. Stewart held 
that the wealth the United States Is 
creating is the most normal and natural 
step in the development in, the future of 
our people, as with wealth goes the 
power to direct the force of civilization. 
He noted" the exceptions of strong men 
in American politics, naming the may- 
or of Baltimore, Folk of St. Louis; Je- 
rorne in New York, John Harlan in 
Chicago, Gen. Leonard Wood in Cuba, 
who, 
he. said, was "filled with self-ab- 
negation arid devotion to his country," 
and Judge Taft in the Philippines. Prof. 
Rubin .Goldmark was called and created 
applause by referring to the Russian 
knout and saying that the greatest com- 
pliment that could be.paid to England 
was that the Anglo-Saxon could not be- 
come the ruler of the Oriental, as Rus- 
sia did'it 'with the knout. Professor 
Shedd stated'that the man of charac- 
ter .will!-be; the leader In the world of 
affairs artii asked what Greek and Latin 
would do for a man who was building 
a bridge.

These men are 
named as Arthur Duff, the head of a 
gang which worked the trains between 
Denver and Pueblo, Joe Bailey, R. R. 
Hose, Ed Clancy and Arlo Aleshire, 
who is now under arrest charged with 
larceny from the Roby warehouse. 


Chief of Police King and Detective 
'Atkinson last night In a statement, de- 
nied having ever received any money 
or having protected in any manner the 
men named in the indictments. Chief 
of Police King says he did his duty in 
^bringing: the men before Police Magis- 
trate Hammond and that his responsi- 
bility there -ceased. He claims that it 
is a matter of record that he has ful- 
filled the • duties of his office in each 
case and states that If any blame at- 
taches for the "floating" of the mem- 
bers of the Duff gang It is the police 
magistrate who is guilty, since the men 
•were discharged from custody by him 
on' their promises to leave the city 
forthwith.

Rediscovered Lost Art. 
1 The complete exhibit of 24 pieces of 
art pottery sent to Paris by the Va,n 
Briggle "Pottery company of Colorado 
Springs, .shows that Mr. Van Briggle 
has rediscovered a lost art. Articles 
from-the pottery, at 617 North Nevada 
avenue, when placed beside examples 
of the ancient Chinese or Japanese 
dead glaze, compare very favorably. It 
is the result of years of study, a. tech- 
nical knowledge acquired by- labor In 
the large pottery works of the east, and 
patient experimenting. The colors that 
have been distinguished as "Van Brlg- 
gle tones/' are probably due to the fact 
that Mr: Van Briggle is an artist with 
medals to his credit as mementoes of 
his work a few years ago in Paris. 


The announcement has just been re- 
ceived-by Mr. Van Briggle that the en- 
tire exhibit has been accepted. Un- 
der the direction of a Paris friend, Har- 
old Mott-Smith, the well-known Ameri- 
can artist, the exhibit has been attrac- 
tively placed In a handsome cabinet in 
the department known as the Palais de 
Industrie. The cabinet, it is stated In 
the letter of Mr. Mott-Smlth, stands 
against a wall and is over six feet in 
height from floor to top. It is lined 
with black felt which serves to show 
clearly the delicate tints and graceful 
lines of the articles exhibited. At the 
private view prior to the opening of 
the salon last week, the pottery was. 
well received and it was recognized that 
the technical knowledge displayed was 
superior to that shown in France. ' 
Arranging the Cabinet. 


The artist writes that the top shelf 
has been devoted -,to the tall pieces, 
grading.from the grayi to the green, the 
tallest in the center and back, the mid- 
dle shelf of the cabinet holds the sculp- 
tured pieces and the blue; pieces, form- 
Ing a group by themselves. This was 
the mpst difficult shelf to arrange; the 
pieces come on a level with the chin 
so that the observer can look into them 
from the sides as well as from the front 
of the cabinet. The lower shelf Is made 
into a tone or color arrangement. The 
pieces have been placed in such a way 
that one Is seen against the other, and 
the rare tones of each may be more ef- 
fectually remarked.

They do not 
even get their convictions as we do, 
from experience, but front books and 
university courses. They have a sys- 
tem of thought that reaches from the 
slums to the remotest solar systems, 
and the whole thin? is academic, 
theoretical! And theirr leading eccen- 
tricity-,consists in an energetic determi- 
nation to govern by it, whether 
it 
meets the actual conditions in the 
World about them or not. They show 
the same tenacity in holding these book 
and university theories that southerners 
do in preserving their tried and proved 
prejudices, • 
I was prepared to find an even greater 
difference between northern and south- 
ern women. But I am'forced to the 
conclusion that American women are 
essentially the same everywhere. They 
only'differ in manifestations.

This comes 
as a surprise from a'general to .an army 
which 'campaigned with piano's and 
other;:,necessities of- life,, but then the 
cavalryman) in our posts is given plum 
duff a couple of tlmea a week, and of 
-course,-this -is blameworthy. Baden- 
Powell of Maf eking .did not 'see a dust- 
covered, blue column threading its way 
through the defiles of the Rocky moun- 
tains or along the parched banks of the 
Gila; and when the sun had been down 
four or five hours he did not sit down 
with the boys in blue and yellow ..to 
eat hardtack with a. slice of, raw bacon 
on It. No true English cavalryman 
would touch these luxuries in, the field, 
especially if there,was no "B. and;S.," 
or :raspb'erry jam In the wagon train to 
choke it down with. But then'a squad- 
ron does not have a wagon train in this 
country when it is on the jump in the 
west, and the luxuries are all packed 


in two tiny saddle-bags, and a luxur- 
ious'toothbrush is cocked in the band 
of a campaign hat that .does not need 
a chlnstrap to keep it in its lawful'po- 
sltlon over one ear. 
Baden-Powell of Mafeking says that 
our troopers have nqt yet had a hard 
campaign, like the Boer war, in which 
to show their staying' powers. This Is 
- true. The Ninth went up San Juan hill 
oii foot in a few hours, SO there Was no 
need of a" long campaign. But Baden- 
Powell of 'Mafeking -could have learned 
a feW things about cavalry campaigns 
if he'had thought to ask .about the 
winning Of the west. The Seventh never 
had any real campaigning, and, Ouster 
and Cook did not know the meaning of 
the word. They merely fought and led 
men, Just as '.'Phil" Sheridan did. And 
then Baden-Powell of :Mafeking casts 
the most unkind insinuation of all by 
saying that English cavalrymen take 
a salt water bath every day. Salt water 
is a bit hard to get daily in some of our 
posts, which are 1,600 miles from the 
sea.

Powell found tha,t< barbed wire was 
fine thing to keep the Boera away fron 
Mafeking, and the three large building: 
iover which flew the.red Geneva cross.j 
but American troopers would not have 
stopped for It, as they proved when! 
they cut down the wire In front of the! 
little blockhouses in Cuba; and the klndl 
of talk which Baden-Powell gave to the! 
Boers In the trenches around Mafekingl 
would have had little effect on anl 
American troop commander. Too many! 
of them have heard a Sioux chief makel 
medicine. Baden-Powell of Mafekingl 
Is^an English hero, and asgood officer,! 
but before he Is fit to criticise men whol 
went for years without the bare necea-I 
sltles of life because they na^- no timel 
to use them, he should read a few chap-1 
ters of United States frontier history,!

From its Inception to Its finish, the 
Latin-Americans seem quite willing 
that Yankee thought and energy shall 
predominate In the carrying out of the 
great Intercontinental project. It was 
60 years ago that the Panamerlcan rail- 
road was first mooted, a patriotic 
American offering a prize of $5,000 for 
the best essay on the advantages to be 
derived from the building of a railroad 
binding together the countries of North 
and South America. 
The prize was 
awatded many years ago, and Its donor, 
now a very old gentleman, still lives In 
Washington, hoping that he may yet 
see the Idea he originated become a rail- 
way. 
in 1890 the project was taken up by 
James G. Blaine, then secretary of 
state. A Panamerlcan conference' was 
held at the national capital, and Until 
the time of his death Mr. Blaine worked 
Indefatigably to carry the plan to suc- 
cess. The Unted States government ap- 
propriated $360,000 for surveys, which 
were made', and It seemed as though 
actual work were about to begin; but 
after the death of Mr. Blaine little prog- 
ress was made until last year wh<;n, at 
the Panamerlcan congress held in the 
City :of Mexico, It was recommended 
that the United States take the initia- 
tive and appoint a commissioner to car- 
ry out the recommendations made by 
the congress. Secretary Hay 
has In 
consequence just appointed Mr. Charles 
M.'Pepper as special representative to 
the heads of the South American repub- 
lics, and Mr. Carnegie will pay the ex- 
penses of this investigation. 
It IB a strange coincidence that Mr. A. 
J; Cassatt, chairman of the first Pan- 
amerlcan congress In 1890. is now presi- 
dent of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, 
which has a mileage just equal to the 
distance from New York to Buenos 
Ayres, and annual gross earnings ex- 
actly sufficient to build the missing 
links, of the intercontinental line. The 
Pennsylvania railroad, too, will form 
the first section of the through route.

So 
he dines late and :g.oeg.,to the circus, 
or, to the performance of a revue, or to 
one'of the small theaters,, or to the 
bouls-bouis, where the lightest of farce 
comedies sends him home in a good hu- 
mor. These latter miniature theaters 
have become so popular with us that 
nearly every quartler now has its bouls- 
bouis. They have sprung up like mush- 
rooms and steal an Important part of 
the audience of the serious theaters. 
"Again, the theater proper, once the 
most moderate-priced of amusements, 
has become with us so expensive that 
most bourgeois families or the average 
Parisan can not afford to go. 
"Besides, Iri the serious theaters the 
entr'actes have become interminably 
long,, the acts ridiculously short. We 
begin to have enough, too, of what we 
term pornographic; of plays full of 
salacious intrigue and of moral degen- 
eracy, which most of our young au- 
thors seem to revel In, and which they 
call ,'a qllce of life (un bout de la vie).' " 
He added earnestly: 


"The Parisian wants gay plays, clever 
vaudeville, or little comedies full of 
sparkling wit and humorous situations. 
The Parisian wants it all the more be- 
cause the stage lately has been too 
much under the Influence of foreigners 
Ilkfe Ibsen. Sudermann, Hauptmann, 
Tolstoi, and the rest.

world may insist that the drama used 
to be even sadder, that the old play- 
wrights made people die, that Camilla 
was dead! that the 'Femme de Claude' 
was:dead! that the theaters in bygone 
days were sumptuous slaughter-houses, 
becoming veritable battle-fields by the 
fifth1 act. But what do you want?" the 
baron went on. "The public like it bet- 
ter, for when the people in the play are 
killed: off once and for all, the good 
spectator has no more to worry over." 
And'the baron pushed aside his ecre- 
vlsses.—(From advance sheets of "How 
Paris Amuses Itself," by F. Berkeley 
Smith.

Buenos Ayres is still via Europe, the in- 
tercontinental railroad has made some 
progress since our surveys were made 
for its extension, so that it will soon be 
possible to travel by direct train from 
New York to Ayutla, on the border of 
Guatemala, a distance of some 3,169 
miles. But from Ayutla to Cuzzco, in 
the mountains of southern Peru, there 
is a gap of nearly 6,000 miles to be 
built. 


The cost of the missing link will be, 
it is estimated, in the neighborhood of 
$200,000,000, or about the amount that It 
cost to build the Transslberian rail- 
way. Full 10 years must elapse before 
we can hope to travel on through trains 
from New York to Buenos Ayres, and 
even then the time of transit will prob- 
ably prove disappointing to many. At 
an average speed of 25 miles an hour, 
day and night, some 17 days would be 
consumed making the trip. 
Great as are the present projects for. 
our intercontinental system, there is 
every evidence that by the time of its 
completion they wilt be greatly ex- 
tended. The Argentine republic and 
Chile are both building southward to 
Cape Horn, while Canada is construct- 
ing a railway to Alaska which it is ex- 
pected American,, capital 
will carry 
much further north; perhaps to meet 
the railroad already building southward 
from Cape Nome; so that at the end of 
10 years America may have a cape-to- 
cape railway some 16,000 miles in 
length or, if the scheme of the Denver 
company recently Incorporated with a 
capitalization of $50,000,000 is ever car- 
ried into effect, we shall be able to
